(5) "Predatory sexual offense" means a sexual offense committed against a stranger or 
against a person with whom a relationship has been established or furthered for the primary 
purpose of victimization. 

(6) "Registration agency" means: 

(a) if the offender resides in a municipality, the police department of that municipality; or 

(b) if the offender resides in a place other than a municipality, the sheriff's office of the 
county in which the offender resides. 

(7) (a) "Residence" means the location at which a person regularly resides, regardless of 
the number of days or nights spent at that location, that can be located by a street address, 
including a house, apartment building, motel, hotel, or recreational or other vehicle. 

(b) The term does not mean a homeless shelter. 

(8) "Sexual offender evaluator" means a person qualified under rules established by the 
department to conduct psychosexual evaluations of sexual offenders and sexually violent 
predators. 

(9) "Sexual offense" means: 

(a) any violation of or attempt, solicitation, or conspiracy to commit a violation of 45-5-301 
(if the victim is less than 18 years of age and the offender is not a parent of the victim), 45-5-302 
(if the victim is less than 18 years of age and the offender is not a parent of the victim), 45-5-303 
(if the victim is less than 18 years of age and the offender is not a parent of the victim), 45-5-502 
(if the offender is a professional licensed under Title 37 and commits the offense during any 
treatment, consultation, interview, or evaluation of a person's physical or mental condition, ailment, 
disease, or injury), 45-5-502(3) (if the victim is less than 16 years of age and the offender is 3 or 
more years older than the victim), 45-5- 

503, 45-5-504(2)(c), 45-5-504(3) (if the victim is less than 16 years of age and the offender is 4 or 
more years older than the victim), 45-5-507 (if the victim is less than 18 years of age and the 
offender is 3 or more years older than the victim or if the victim is 12 years of age or younger and 
the offender is 18 years of age or older at the time of the offense), [section 1], 45-5- 

601(3), 45-5-602(3), 45-5-603(1)(b) or (2)(b), 45-5-625, 45-5- 

704, or 45-5-705; or 

(b) any violation of a law of another state, a tribal government, or the federal government 
that is reasonably equivalent to a violation listed in subsection (9)(a) or for which the offender was 
required to register as a sexual offender after an adjudication or conviction. 

(10) "Sexual or violent offender" means a person who has been convicted of or, in youth 
court, found to have committed or been adjudicated for a sexual or violent offense. 

(11) "Sexually violent predator" means a person who: 
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(a) has been convicted of or, in youth court, found to have committed or been adjudicated 
for a sexual offense and who suffers from a mental abnormality or a personality disorder that 
makes the person likely to engage in predatory sexual offenses; or 

(b) has been convicted of a sexual offense against a victim 12 years of age or younger and 
the offender is 18 years of age or older. 

(12) "Transient" means an offender who has no residence. 

(13) "Violent offense" means: 

(a) any violation of or attempt, solicitation, or conspiracy to commit a violation of 45-5-102, 
45-5-103, 45-5-202, 45-5-206 (third or subsequent offense), 45-5-210(1)(b), (1)(c), or (1)(d), 45-5- 
212, 45-5-213, 45-5-302 (if the victim is not a minor), 45-5-303 (if the victim is not a minor), 45-5- 
401, 45-6- 

103, or 45-9-132; or 

(b) any violation of a law of another state, a tribal government, or the federal government 

reasonably equivalent to a violation listed in subsection (13)(a).""

From the earliest days of our state, when leaders were wise enough to issue bonds to construct 
the spectacular building we gather in tonight, to Governor Nutter reminding us that "roads are 
vital to our economy," to Governor Babcock proposing new buildings "on our campuses, at our 
state institutions and the soldiers’ home in Columbia Falls."

! Graduation rates have reached an all-time high of 86 percent. 


! We have raised expectations for our students when it comes to math, English, and 
science, and they are rising to the challenge. 


! In just the last year and a half, 40 percent of all K-12 students have even better internet 
access at school than they did before, further opening frontiers of knowledge and 
wonder. 


! And each semester this year, the Montana University System will enroll over 2,500 high 
school students in college courses for dual credit, saving Montana families almost $5 
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million dollars in tuition payments. 


We also have much to be pleased with when it comes to our wise investments in higher 
education. 


! Since 2009, 46 states have decreased their funding of higher education. In Montana 
we've increased funding, because we know that when we invest in our students, we are 
investing in our economy.

We can invest $2 million dollars to further build out 
the internet connectivity in our schools, and that investment will be leveraged up to eight times 
over.

If you think this isn't a good investment, consider this: the single biggest indicator of whether 
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someone will be in prison when they are 18 years old is the size of their vocabulary when they 
are five. 


To be clear, it costs us not to invest in kids. As Governor Babcock explained, "The best way to 
reduce the cost of public welfare is to make it possible for every person to obtain the kind of 
education which will permit him to be a productive and successful member of our society." 


Early childhood education is that kind of education, and our kids can no longer wait.

Another value that we have shared over time is supporting the growth of our businesses. As 
Governor Aronson said over 60 years ago: 


"Both political party platforms favor new industry. It is our job to make Montana 
attractive." 


Well, Montana is attractive. | doubt Governor Aronson could have foreseen the explosion in our 
manufacturing sector, or our outdoor recreation economy, or growth in our biosciences and 
high-tech industries. 


This growth is driven by the Montana work ethic. By the fact that people want to live, work and 
raise families here. People love that Montana is one town with a long main street. They love 
that when you get off work at 5:00 in the summer, you have five more hours of daylight and 
hundreds of miles of trails and streams to play in. They love that we stop to haul strangers out 
of the ditch. That we look out for each other. 


The biggest challenge facing our businesses isn't our tax climate--we have one of the best. The 
biggest challenge isn't government--we are effective and have been working directly with 
businesses these last four years. The biggest challenge Montana businesses face is growth 
itself. 


Today, there are over 6,500 listed job openings across our state. As | talk to employers, they 
consistently tell me that their greatest barrier to expansion is recruiting enough talented and 
trained workers. 


And while we have made significant strides over the last four years, there is more we can do. 


First, I'm asking you to invest in businesses that are playing a role in training the workers we 
need. We've increased apprenticeships by almost 30 percent these past four years, but a 
greater need remains. I'm proposing that we give businesses a $1 ,000-dollar tax credit for each 
apprentice they hire, helping the employers get the skilled workforce they need, and better 
paying workers as they advance their skill set. And, if the apprentice hired is a veteran, I'm 
asking you to provide a $2,000-dollar tax credit. 


Second, let's incentivize businesses to invest in equipment to help their growth and expansion. 
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I'm asking you to increase the local tax abatement for new business equipment up to 75 
percent for the first five years after purchasing the equipment. Doing so will make sure 
businesses aren't taxed before the new equipment adds to their bottom lines, and it won't be at 
the expense of existing local government services. 

And finally, let's pass the Paycheck Transparency Act. Workers--and especially female 
workers--should not be penalized for their prior wage history or for asking if they are getting 
paid the same as coworkers. 


It's one more step in ensuring that all Montanans earn a fair day's wage for a fair day's work.

Another value that has been universally shared over the history of our state is the recognition 
that we are the Treasure State, and that means both our natural resources and the nature that 
is SO important to all of us. 
As Governor Anderson implored: 
"Environmental protection and economic development [...] are not mutually exclusive," 
and "We will be the greatest fools in the history of Montana if we fail to provide for the 
preservation of our air, water and land." 
Like our natural resources, our outdoor heritage is big business: 


! Outdoor recreation accounts for 64,000 jobs and $6 billion dollars in consumer 
spending each year; 


! Three-fourths of resident deer hunters and 85% of resident elk hunters report that they 
hunt on publicly-owned lands; and 


! In 2015 alone, hunters and anglers spent an estimated $1.25 billion dollars in Montana. 


The economic impact and the value Montanans place on our outdoor economy cannot be taken 
for granted. We need to enhance these opportunities, not detract from them. 


I'm asking you to lift the limitations you placed on the Habitat Montana program, so sportsman 
dollars can continue to create and preserve places for our families to hunt, fish and recreate. 


And, let me be clear, again: do not send bills to my desk that even suggest or start down the 
path of transferring our public lands out of public hands. 


Because that will not happen--not on my watch. 


As we look to the years ahead, at the forefront of many people's minds is what Montana's 
energy future looks like. 
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We should all take pride in Knowing we are responsibly using our state's energy resources to 
provide good-paying jobs, strengthening our communities and supporting local schools, all 
while safeguarding our quality of life, especially our clean air, clean water, and the tens of 
thousands of jobs that rely on them. 


As a governor and as a dad, | have a responsibility to address climate change. We know 
climate change is happening because we experience it. And even if you have doubts, the 
financial markets are reacting, and our energy companies are planning around it. 


You often hear a false choice--that we can either address climate change or continue to 
produce power from fossil fuels--but not both. | reject this choice. 


We hold the largest coal reserves in the country, and Montana coal production has been higher 
under my Administration than any previous one in the last three decades. Though, change is on 
the horizon, driven by historically low natural gas prices, regulatory concerns and changing 
consumer demands. 


We also have some of the best wind and solar resources in the country. The first 
commercial-scale solar projects, as well as over 400 megawatts of additional wind power, will 
be under construction this year. These projects bring with them new jobs for Montanans and a 
diversified tax base for a number of rural counties. 


As an exporter of energy, our energy path is partially dependent on choices and decisions 
made beyond our borders. That's why I'm directing members of my cabinet to travel to Western 
states to talk with our neighbors about the diversity of resources we have to serve their needs-- 
let's add the value and create the jobs here, giving our neighbors more of the electricity that 
they want. 


And I'm asking you to take a number of steps: 


First, our cheapest and greenest source of energy is conservation, the energy we don't use. 
Making our homes and businesses more energy efficient puts people to work and lowers 
heating bills. Let's give our local governments the option to have property assessed clean 
energy, also known as PACE. We'll boost energy conservation, and give Montanans more 
power over their lives. 


Second, if we want to move our energy future forward, we'll work together to improve our major 
facilities siting act. This suggestion came to me from community and business leaders through 
the Main Street Montana Project. Our limited ability to move our power out of state has hurt 
future prospects for energy development. Fixing our laws is an important step toward that 
future. 


And finally, while we won't solve the issues related to coal burning and carbon alone, we can 
take steps and make investments today that can help shape a better future: 


! As many of you know, | have asked the U.S. Department of Energy to assess the 
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Colstrip facilities for carbon capture opportunities. That work continues and | am 
committed to it. 


! XPrize has staked $20 million dollars in prizes for the teams that figure out how to 
capture carbon and turn it into commercially useful products. 


! To complement this work, the Wyoming Legislature has funded a center to test 
advanced technologies and innovation relating to coal and carbon capture. | am asking 
that we get off the sidelines and join Wyoming's efforts, by committing $3 million dollars 
and making it a joint project. 


To chart our energy future, we need vision and commitment that is grounded in reality. But we 
must not be afraid of the fact that tomorrow's reality will undoubtedly look different than it does 
today. 


| ask you to join me in shaping our energy future by design.

Over the past century and a quarter, Montanans have also consistently recognized that 
government has a role in providing a hand up, and a path forward, for our friends and neighbors 
in need of our help. As Governor Judge said 40 years ago: 


"It has been said that the stature of a government can be measured best by the 
compassion for its people. If that is the case, Montana has earned the right to stand 
tall." 

And, indeed, this body has provided many reasons for us to stand tall: 


! 67,000 more Montanans--the majority of whom are working--now have regular and 
consistent access to health care. Not only saving lives, but saving our rural hospitals. 


! We have upped our commitment to the full spectrum of mental health services and 
finally invested in the full range of autism services. 


! And the rate of uninsured Montanans has plummeted from 20% in 2013 to only 7% 
today. 


The work we have done to make Montanans healthier, and safer, isn't limited to legislative 
action alone. 


! Wecreated the Office of American Indian Health, to help address the fact our Native 
American neighbors have a life span, on average, 20 years less than non-natives. 


! We established the Governor's Council on Health Care Innovation, engaging industry 
leaders to come together in a sustained commitment to improve health outcomes and 
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reduce costs in the healthcare system. 


We've expanded mental health counseling and assistance to all National Guard 
members and their families, because one soldier lost to suicide is one too many. 
We've expanded some of those services to anyone who has ever worn a uniform for 
our country. 


And, thanks in large part to the First Lady's dedication and commitment, 41,000 more 
young Montanans now get a healthy breakfast at school than when we first took office. 


Even as we look to tighten the budget, we cannot forget that a healthy economy depends on 
the health of our citizens.

| ask that you continue funding the full spectrum of mental health services we provided 
last session, including those receiving services as a result of the HELP Act. Thousands 
more Montanans are now able to access the mental health care they need and 
deserve. 


We must do all we can to protect our most vulnerable children, those at risk for abuse 
and neglect. Following the recommendations of the Protect Montana Kids 
Commission, | am requesting additional funding for our Child Protective Services 
Workers, as well as needed legislative reforms. 


And while I'm so pleased that Montana leads the nation in many economic indicators, | 
cannot tolerate that Montana leads the nation in youth suicide. | am haunted by this 
statistic, and | imagine you are as well. | am proposing $1 million to fund 
evidence-based pilot programs. We will take what we learn from these efforts to bring it 
to scale, to better keep our kids safe. 


And at the other end of the spectrum, we must do more to help keep our seniors in 
their homes. This not only affords our legacy Montanans the dignity they deserve; it 
saves us money. Therefore, | am requesting you provide $1.5 million in additional 
funding to our Area Agencies on the Aging, and fully fund the respite care program. 
Our seniors deserve it. 


Fiscal responsibility. Education. Infrastructure. Job creation. Caring for others. 


These are immutable values that stand the test of time. And at the core of them all is the 
bedrock value of working together to get things done. 


Almost a century ago, in 1923, Governor Dixon implored the Legislature: 


"The people were never more ready for a constructive program. They were never 


more impatient of petty partisan politics that cause delay. They are looking to the 
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membership of this present body for real results, and will not be content with 
platitudinous explanations of failure in accomplishment. The old-time appeals to party 
prejudice no longer bring forth real response from the mass of our citizenship." 


Seventy years later, Governor Racicot encouraged the same. He said: 
"Let us each vow tonight quietly in our hearts to shun the tired old games and the worn 
old labels. Let us stress too, in our hearts and our words, not the small differences that 
might divide us at times. Instead, let us treasure the immense similarities that unite 
us." 


Tonight, | am asking you to focus on the shared values that unite us, So we may move our state 
forward. 


Because at the end of the day Montanans want many of the same things: good-paying jobs, 
safe communities, great schools, clean air, clean water and public lands to enjoy, and the 
promise that the next generation will have even greater opportunities than we have today. 


That future is in our reach. But we must work together, and the time for games is over. We 
must engage in thoughiful, rational, and constructive dialogue with one another. 


The differences we have, while amplified at times, are small compared to what unites us. We 
have challenges and opportunities in the weeks and months ahead, and decisions to make that 
will impact our state long after my tenure or yours. 

Let's face them head on. 

Montana. 

For a kid raised just a few blocks from where we gather tonight, this place, its people, its 
purpose, built for me a world where the improbable was achievable. Every kid growing up in 


Montana deserves that same opportunity and feeling of promise. 


And you can be assured that | will do everything in my power, in our power, to make that a 
reality for this generation and the generations after. 


So | stand here to tell you, to assure you--unequivocally--that now more than ever, the State of 
our State is strong. We as Montanans are strong. And we will become even stronger if we work 
together. 

Thank you, God bless you, God bless Montana, and God bless the United States of America.

(a) act solely in the best interests of the seller, except that a seller agent, after written 
disclosure to the seller and with the seller's written consent, may represent multiple sellers of 
property or list properties for sale that may compete with the seller's property without breaching any 
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obligation to the seller; 

(b) obey promptly and efficiently all lawful instructions of the seller; 

(c) disclose all relevant and material information that concerns the real estate transaction 
and that is known to the seller agent and not known or discoverable by the seller, unless the 
information is subject to confidentiality arising from a prior or existing agency relationship on the 
part of the seller agent with a buyer or another seller; 

(d) safeguard the seller's confidences; 

(e) exercise reasonable care, skill, and diligence in pursuing the seller's objectives and in 
complying with the terms established in the listing agreement; 

(f) fully account to the seller for any funds or property of the seller that comes into the seller 
agent's possession; and 

(g) comply with all applicable federal and state laws, rules, and regulations. 

(3) Aseller agent is obligated to the buyer to: 

(a) disclose to a buyer or the buyer agent any adverse material facts that concern the 
property and that are known to the seller agent, except that the seller agent is not required to 
inspect the property or verify any statements made by the seller; 

(b) disclose to a buyer or the buyer agent when the seller agent has no personal knowledge 
of the veracity of information regarding adverse material facts that concern the property; 

(c) actin good faith with a buyer and a buyer agent; and 

(d) comply with all applicable federal and state laws, rules, and regulations. 

(4) A buyer agent is obligated to the buyer to: 

(a) act solely in the best interests of the buyer, except that a buyer agent, after written 
disclosure to the buyer and with the buyer's written consent, may represent multiple buyers 
interested in buying the same property or properties similar to the property in which the buyer is 
interested or show properties in which the buyer is interested to other prospective buyers without 
breaching any obligation to the buyer; 

(b) obey promptly and efficiently all lawful instructions of the buyer; 

(c) disclose all relevant and material information that concerns the real estate transaction 
and that is known to the buyer agent and not known or discoverable by the buyer, unless the 
information is subject to confidentiality arising from a prior or existing agency relationship on the 
part of the buyer agent with another buyer or a seller; 

(d) safeguard the buyer's confidences; 

(e) exercise reasonable care, skill, and diligence in pursuing the buyer's objectives and in 
complying with the terms established in the buyer broker agreement; 

(f) fully account to the buyer for any funds or property of the buyer that comes into the 
buyer agent's possession; and 

(g) comply with all applicable federal and state laws, rules, and regulations. 

(5) A buyer agent is obligated to the seller to: 

(a) disclose any adverse material facts that are known to the buyer agent and that concern 
the ability of the buyer to perform on any purchase offer; 

(6) disclose to the seller or the seller agent when the buyer agent has no personal 
knowledge of the veracity of information regarding adverse material facts that concern the preperty 
ability of the buyer to perform on any purchase offer; 

(c) act in good faith with a seller and a seller agent; and 

(d) comply with all applicable federal and state laws, rules, and regulations. 

(6) A statutory broker is not the agent of the buyer or seller but nevertheless is obligated 
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to them to: 

(a) disclose to: 

(i) a buyer or a buyer agent any adverse material facts that concern the property and that 
are known to the statutory broker, except that the statutory broker is not required to inspect the 
property or verify any statements made by the seller; 

(ii) a seller or a seller agent any adverse material facts that are known to the statutory 
broker and that concern the ability of the buyer to perform on any purchase offer; 

(b) exercise reasonable care, skill, and diligence in putting together a real estate 
transaction; and 

(c) comply with all applicable federal and state laws, rules, and regulations. 

(7) A dual agent is obligated to a seller in the same manner as a seller agent and is 
obligated to a buyer in the same manner as a buyer agent under this section except that a dual 
agent has a duty to disclose to a buyer or seller any adverse material facts that are known to the 
dual agent, regardless of any confidentiality considerations. 

(8) A dual agent may not disclose the following information without the written consent of 
the person to whom the information is confidential: 

(a) the fact that the buyer is willing to pay more than the offered purchase price; 

(b) the fact that the seller is willing to accept less than the purchase price that the seller is 
asking for the property; 

(c) factors motivating either party to buy or sell; and 

(d) any information that a party indicates in writing to the dual agent is to be kept 
confidential. 

(9) While managing properties for owners, a licensed real estate broker or licensed real 
estate salesperson is only required to meet the requirements of part 6 of this chapter, other than 
those requirements for the licensing of property managers, and the rules adopted by the board to 
govern licensed property managers. 

(10) A licensed broker or salesperson must obtain an appropriate written buyer broker 
agreement or written listing agreement prior to performing the acts of a buyer agent or a seller 
agent. A licensed broker or salesperson who is acting as a buyer agent or a seller agent without 
a written buyer broker agreement or written listing agreement is nevertheless obligated to comply 
with the requirements of this chapter. 

(11) (a) The agency relationship of a buyer agent, seller agent, or dual agent continues until 
the earliest of the following dates: 

(i) Completion of performance by the agent; 

(ii) the expiration date agreed to in the listing agreement or buyer broker agreement; or 

(ili) the occurrence of any authorized termination of the listing agreement or buyer broker 
agreement. 

(b) A statutory broker's relationship continues until the completion, termination, or 
abandonment of the real estate transaction giving rise to the relationship. 

(12) Upon termination of an agency relationship, a broker or salesperson does not have any 
further duties to the principal, except as follows: 

(a) to account for all money and property of the principal; 

(b) to keep confidential all information received during the course of the agency relationship 
that was made confidential at the principal's direction, except for: 

(i) subsequent conduct by the principal that authorizes disclosure; 

(ii) disclosure of any adverse material facts that concern the principal's property or the ability 
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of the principal to perform on any purchase offer; 

(iii) disclosure required by law or to prevent the commission of a crime; 

(iv) the information being disclosed by someone other than the broker or salesperson; and 

(v) the disclosure of the information being reasonably necessary to defend the conduct of 
the broker or salesperson, including employees, independent contractors, and subagents. 

(13) Consistent with the licensee's duties as a buyer agent, a seller agent, a dual agent, or 
a statutory broker, a licensee shall endeavor to ascertain all pertinent facts concerning each 
property in any transaction in which the licensee acts so that the licensee may fulfill the obligation 
to avoid error, exaggeration, misrepresentation, or concealment of pertinent facts.""

(7) The period prescribed for commencement of an action under this section is: 

(a) for an insured, within 2 years from the date of the violation of 33-18-201; and 

(b) for a third-party claimant, within 1 year from the date of the settlement of or the entry 
of judgment on the underlying claim.

Dear Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments House Bill 1 (HB 1), "AN ACT 
APPROPRIATING MONEY FOR THE OPERATION OF THE CURRENT AND SUBSEQUENT 
LEGISLATURE; AMENDING SECTION 1, CHAPTER 1, LAWS OF 2015; AND PROVIDING AN 
IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


Montana's economy is growing and has never been as diverse as it is today. It is growing because 
we are investing in our students. And it is growing because we are supporting our businesses and 
our workers. That is not to say there are no challenges. Global commodity prices are down--a 
force that affects states across the West. 


In light of these economic challenges, over the interim | directed my agencies to curb spending and 
my administration saved just over $100 million from state spending. The budget | proposed to the 
65th Legislature is built on a responsible mix of spending cuts and revenue enhancers. It held 
government spending over the biennium to an inflationary increase of 1.46 percent. 


To date, the legislature has rejected the balanced budget | submitted and has proposed additional 
cuts to critical services across Montana. Cuts that are felt most deeply by our seniors, school kids 
and public safety officers. 


At the same time the legislature is proposing these irresponsible cuts, the very first bill it delivered 
to my desk would increase spending for the legislative branch by 14 percent. The bill would use 
tax payer dollars for things like staff salary increases and legislative travel. 


Legislative leadership often expresses concerns about the growth of government and repeats the 
refrain that government must live within its means. To that end, the executive branch has fewer 
employees today than we did when | first took office. The executive branch is doing more with less. 


When Montana families are faced with challenging financial times they do not have the luxury of 
increasing their spending by 14 percent. As a Governor faced with tough financial decisions | 
tightened the state's belt and proposed a budget that does not grow beyond inflation. The 
legislature needs to make fiscally responsible decisions and play by the same rules they expect for 
the rest of government. | am therefore proposing amendments that would hold legislative growth 
to the rate of inflation.

The lien is sufficient to secure repayment of past, current, and future property taxes exempted 
under [section 1]. 

(f) The lien must be filed in the office of the clerk and recorder in the county in which the 
real property is located. 

(g) Filing of the lien constitutes legal notice of the lien to all persons, including subsequent 
purchasers, encumbrancers, mortgagees, and other lienholders. Upon filing, the lien is prior to any 
earlier unrecorded interest or claim and is prior to any subsequent interest or claim, whether or not 
recorded. The lien is subject to any unpaid property taxes, any prior recorded mortgage, or any 
other prior recorded encumbrance, interest, or claim. For purposes of recovery of property taxes 
exempted under [section 1], a sale, transfer, or exchange of the property by the property owner or 
member of the property owner's family is considered a relinquishment of any homestead exemption 
under 70-32-201 and 70-32-202 of the property owner or member of the property owner's family 
in the property subject to the lien." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 3. Recovery of exempted property taxes secured by lien -- 
application for issuance of writ of execution. (1) After the sale, transfer, or exchange of any 
right, title, or interest of property that received an exemption under [Section 1] to anyone other than

"NEW SECTION. Section 4. Notice of application -- proof of notice -- request for 
issuance of writ of execution. (1) The department shall provide notice, as required by this 
section, of the filing of the application for a writ of execution pursuant to [section 3] to all persons 
having a recorded interest in the property or residing lawfully on the property. 

(2) The notice must contain a description of the property and must state that the department 
has a lien under [section 1] and [section 2] on the described property, that the department has filed 
an application for a writ of execution seeking sale of the property, and that a writ will be issued 
unless an action challenging issuance of the writ has been filed in accordance with [section 5] 
within 60 days of the date of mailing or service of notice or first publication of notice. The 
department shall include with the notice a copy of the application for the writ. 

(3) (a) The department may mail a copy of the notice, postage prepaid and return receipt 
requested, to the name and address stated in the recorded instrument creating each person's 
interest in the property or, in the case of a person residing on the property, to the address of the 
residence on the property. Mailing as provided in this subsection (3)(a) is sufficient notice to the 
addressee if the return receipt is returned to the department and indicates that the notice was 
received by or on behalf of the addressee. 
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(b) If the return receipt is not returned to the department indicating that the notice was 
received by or on behalf of the addressee, the department shall attempt with reasonable diligence 
to locate the addressee and to personally serve or mail notice to that person. 

(c) If after the exercise of reasonable diligence the department is unable to locate the 
person owning the interest in the property, the department shall publish the notice required by 
subsection (2) three times, once each week for 3 successive weeks, in a newspaper published in 
the county in which the property is located if a newspaper is published in the county. If anewspaper 
is not published in the county, then publication must be in a newspaper having a general circulation 
in the county. 

(d) With respect to a person residing lawfully on the property but having no recorded 
interest in the property, the notice may be delivered to the residence and delivery is sufficient notice 
as to that person. 

(e) In the alternative, the notice and application may be personally served upon any person 
entitled to notice under this section. 

(4) (a) After giving notice as required by this section, the department shall file with the clerk 
of court an affidavit describing: 

(i) the manner in which notice has been provided to each person entitled to notice; 

(ii) the date of mailing, personal service, or first publication of the notice; and 

(iii) the date by which each person is required to file an action to challenge issuance of the 
writ of execution. 

(b) The department shall attach to the affidavit the return receipt, the affidavit of personal 
service, the affidavit of publication, or other proof of service of the notice. If no action has been filed 
within the time required by [section 5], the affidavit must so state and may request immediate 
issuance of the writ.

Any adjustments to 
payments must be cost-neutral for the biennium beginning July 1, 2017. 

ii) publishing a report on an annual basis that describes the process that a mental health 
center or chemical dependency facility, as those terms are defined in 50-5-101, must utilize in order

(iv) countywide school transportation block grants distributed under 20-9-632;

(vii) property tax reimbursements made pursuant to 15-1-123(7); and

county commissioners on or before the later of the first Tuesday in September or within 30 calendar 
days after receiving certified taxable values by the county superintendent, and a levy must be set 
by the county commissioners in accordance with 20-9-142. 

(4) The county superintendent of each county shall submit a report of the revenue amounts 
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used to establish the levy requirements to the superintendent of public instruction on or before 
September 15. The report must be completed on forms supplied by the superintendent of public 
instruction.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 100 (SB 100), "AN ACT AUTHORIZING DIRECT 
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PRIMARY CARE PROVIDER AGREEMENTS; ESTABLISHING REQUIREMENTS FOR DIRECT 
PRIMARY CARE PROVIDER AGREEMENTS; ESTABLISHING THAT DIRECT PRIMARY CARE 
PROVIDER AGREEMENTS ARE NOT HEALTH INSURANCE; MAKING DIRECT PRIMARY CARE 
PROVIDER AGREEMENTS SUBJECT TO CONSUMER PROTECTION LAWS; AND AMENDING 
SECTIONS 30-14-102, 33-1-102, 33-1-201, 33-1-207, 33-22-140, 33-30-101, 33-31-102, and 50-4- 
105, MCA." 


SB 100 authorizes "direct primary care provider plans" under which physicians charge patients 
prepaid fees for primary health care instead of billing claims under the patient's insurance policy. 
The bill exempts these plans from the Insurance Code and includes certain disclosures the provider 
must make. 


Direct primary care provider plans offer little or no added value to most consumers. They charge 
fees for treatments already covered by a consumer's health insurance, such as preventative care 
that insurance covers at no out-of-pocket cost to the consumer. Moreover, many insurance policies 
already offer flat-fee office visits similar to what SB 100 contemplates. 

SB 100 has been touted as cutting insurance-related administrative expenses. Yet the bill does 
not prevent providers from selling these plans to some patients while accepting insurance for 
others meaning the provider carries the same insurance-related overhead, but receives another 
income stream at the consumer's expense. 


SB 100 is bad for Montanans, because it allows providers to charge unnecessary fees for service 
already covered by insurance and fails to deliver the administrative savings it promises. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 100.

(ii) an accurate record of all sales of marijuana products, showing the name and address 
of each purchaser, the date of sale, and the quantity, kind, and retail price of each product sold. 

(b) For the purpose of determining compliance with the provisions of [sections 17 through 
25], the department is authorized to examine or cause to be examined any books, papers, records, 
or memoranda relevant to making a determination of the amount of tax due, whether the books, 
papers, records, or memoranda are the property of or in the possession of the person filing the 
return or another person. In determining compliance, the department may use statistical sampling 
and other sampling techniques consistent with generally accepted auditing standards. The 
department may also: 

(i) require the attendance of a person having knowledge or information relevant to a return; 

(ii) compel the production of books, papers, records, or memoranda by the person required 
to attend; 

(ili) implement the provisions of 15-1-703 if the department determines that the collection 
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of the tax is or may be jeopardized because of delay; 

(iv) take testimony on matters material to the determination; and 

(v) administer oaths or affirmations. 

(4) Pursuant to rules established by the department, returns may be computer-generated 

and electronically filed." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 20. Deficiency assessment -- penalty and interest -- statute 
of limitations. (1) If the department determines that the amount of the tax due is greater than the 
amount disclosed by a return, it shall mail to the marijuana product provider a notice, pursuant to 
15-1-211, of the additional tax proposed to be assessed. The notice must contain a statement that 
if payment is not made, a warrant for distraint may be filed. The marijuana product provider may 
seek review of the determination pursuant to 15-1-211.

For purposes of this section, a tax return due under [sections 17 through 25] 
and filed before the last day prescribed by law or rule is considered to be filed on the last day 
prescribed for filing."

(i) the overpayment is refunded or credited within 6 months of the date that a claim was 
filed; or 

(ii) the amount of overpayment and interest does not exceed $1." 

Information -- confidentiality -- agreements with 
another state. (1) (a) Except as provided in subsections (2) through (5), in accordance with 
15-30-2618 and 15-31-511, it is unlawful for an employee of the department or any other public 
official or public employee to disclose or otherwise make known information that is disclosed in a 
return or report required to be filed under [sections 17 through 25] or information that concerns the 
affairs of the person making the return and that is acquired from the person's records, officers, or 
employees in an examination or audit. 

(b) This section may not be construed to prohibit the department from publishing statistics 
if they are classified in a way that does not disclose the identity of a person making a return or the 
content of any particular report or return. A person violating the provisions of this section is subject 
to the penalty provided in 15-30-2618 or 15-31-511 for violating the confidentiality of individual 
income tax or corporate income tax information. 

(2) (a) This section may not be construed to prohibit the department from providing 
information obtained under [sections 17 through 25] to: 

(i) the department of justice to be used for the purpose of investigation and prevention of 
noncompliance, tax evasion, fraud, and abuse under [sections 17 through 25]; or 

(ii) the department of public health and human services to be used for the purpose of 
investigation and prevention of noncompliance, fraud, and abuse under the Montana Medical 
Marijuana Act. 

(6) The department may enter into an agreement with the taxing officials of another state 
for the interpretation and administration of the laws of their state that provide for the collection of 
a sales tax or use tax in order to promote fair and equitable administration of the laws and to 
eliminate double taxation. 

(c) In order to implement the provisions of [sections 17 through 25], the department may 
furnish information on a reciprocal basis to the taxing officials of another state if the information 
remains confidential under statutes within the state receiving the information that are similar to this 
section. 

(3) In order to facilitate processing of returns and payment of taxes required by [sections 
17 through 25], the department may contract with vendors and may disclose data to the vendors. 
The data disclosed must be administered by the vendor in a manner consistent with this section. 

(4) (a) The officers charged with the custody of the reports and returns may not be required 
to produce them or evidence of anything contained in them in an action or proceeding in a court, 
except in an action or proceeding: 

(i) to which the department is a party under the provisions of [Sections 17 through 25] or 
any other taxing act; or 
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(ii) on behalf of a party to any action or proceedings under the provisions of [Sections 17 
through 25] or other taxes when the reports or facts shown by the reports are directly involved in 
the action or proceedings. 

(b) The court may require the production of and may admit in evidence only as much of the 
reports or of the facts shown by the reports as are pertinent to the action or proceedings. 

(5) This section may not be construed to limit the investigative authority of the legislative 
branch, as provided in 5-11-106, 5-12-303, or 5-13-309."

As part of the investigation after the 
submission of a written complaint, the commissioner shall offer the subject of the complaint an 
opportunity to meet with the commissioner or with the commissioner and an attorney from the 
department of justice agency legal services bureau. The attorney from the agency legal 
services bureau may not otherwise be involved in the investigation or any resulting prosecution 
of the complaint. During the meeting, the subject of the complaint may raise concerns about 


and objections to the complaint. 
(b) inspect any records, accounts, or books that must be kept pursuant to the 


provisions of chapter 35 of this title or this chapter that are held by any political committee or 
candidate, as long as the inspection is made during reasonable office hours; and 

(c) administer oaths and affirmations, subpoena witnesses, compel their attendance, 
take evidence, and require the production of any books, papers, correspondence, memoranda, 
bank account statements of a political committee or candidate, or other records that are 
relevant or material for the purpose of conducting any investigation pursuant to the provisions 
of chapter 35 of this title or this chapter. 

(3) If the commissioner determines that considering a matter would give rise to the 
appearance of impropriety or a conflict of interest, the commissioner is recused from 
participating in the matter. 

(4) The commissioner is recused from participating in any decision in which the 
commissioner is accused of violating 13-37-108 or any other ethical standard. 

(5) (a) If a campaign finance or ethics complaint is filed in the office of the 
commissioner against the commissioner, a supervisor within the commissioner's office shall 
within 10 business days forward the complaint to the attorney general, who shall within 45 days 
appoint a deputy in the case of a finance complaint or a deputy and a hearings officer in the 
case of an ethics complaint to make a determination in the matter of the complaint. The 
attorney general shall, to the extent practicable, ensure that there is no conflict of interest in the 
appointment of the deputy or hearings officer or in the provision of any legal advice to the office 
of the commissioner. 

(b) A deputy appointed pursuant to this subsection must, in addition to complying with 
the requirements of subsection (6)(b), be an attorney licensed to practice law in Montana who is 
engaged in the private practice of law and who has liability insurance applicable to the purposes 
for which the deputy is appointed. 

(c) If a complaint is filed against the commissioner, another employee in the office of 
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the commissioner may not provide the commissioner with any information or documents 
concerning a complaint against the commissioner beyond that information or those documents 
normally provided to persons in matters before the commissioner. 

(6) (a) If the commissioner is recused pursuant to this section, the commissioner shall, 
except as provided in subsection (5), appoint a deputy, subject to subsection (6)(b). 

(b) The deputy: 

(i) may not be an employee of the office of the commissioner; 

(ii) must have the same qualifications as specified for the commissioner in 13-37-107; 

(ili) with respect to only the specific matter from which the commissioner is recused, has 
the same authority, duties, and responsibilities as the commissioner would have absent the 
recusal; and 

(iv) may not exercise any powers of the office that are not specifically related to the 
matter for which the deputy is appointed.

Dear President Sales: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 189 (SB 189), "AN ACT 
REVISING PROTEST PROCEDURES FOR CREATION OF A SPECIAL PURPOSE DISTRICT; 
REMOVING THE REQUIREMENT THAT A SPECIAL PURPOSE DISTRICT FORM SPECIFY 
THAT A PROPERTY OWNER'S LACK OF ACTION BE CONSTRUED AS SUPPORT FOR 
CREATION OF THE DISTRICT; CLARIFYING THAT ONLY FORMS RETURNED WITH 
SUPPORT FOR OR OPPOSITION AGAINST CREATION OF THE DISTRICT MAY BE USED IN 
DETERMINING SUFFICIENCY OF PROTEST; AND AMENDING SECTION 7-11-1008, MCA." 


SB 189 changes the procedures used by local governments to create special purpose districts. 
Under current law, prior to a special district being created, property owners that will be assessed 
to pay for the proposed district must be given an opportunity to protest the creation of the special 
district. Local governments must send protest forms to all of the property owners in the district. 
If between 10 percent and 50 percent of the total number of property owners in the district protest 
the proposed special district, then the issue must be put to a referendum. If 50 percent or more 
of the property owners of the district protest, then the local government must cease action on the 
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proposed special district for at least 12 months. § 7-11-1008, MCA. The law as it now exists states 
that not returning a protest form is construed as consent to the formation of the special district. 
Further, protest forms that are returned that are not marked as either supporting or opposing the 
district, are counted as opposing the district. 


SB 189 would change current law so that only protest forms filled out and returned as opposing the 
district would count as protest votes. This makes sense. However, the bill also changes the 
mechanics of how to measure the 10 percent and 50 percent thresholds for a referendum or a 12- 
month delay of activity. Under existing law, the 10 percent and 50 percent thresholds are 
calculated as a percentage of the entire number of assessed property owners in the district. Under 
SB 189, the percentage thresholds would be calculated as a percentage of just the protest forms 
returned. This means that a very small minority of protesting property holders could block the 
formation of a district. In my view, SB 189 upsets the careful balance in existing law between the 
views of the property holders that pay for such districts, and the needs of the district as a whole. 


My amendments preserve the goal of SB 189 in counting only returned protest forms opposing a 
district as "protest votes," while maintaining the entire number of assessed property owners in the 
district as the basis for the 10 percent and 50 percent triggers for a referendum or to delay action.

Dear President Sales and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 264 (SB 264), "AN ACT REVISING RULEMAKING 
AUTHORITY FOR REPORTING REQUIRED BY THE BOARD OF OUTFITTERS; AMENDING 
SECTION 37-47-201, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 264 revises rulemaking authority for reporting required by the Montana Board of Outfitters 
(MBO). It limits reporting by outfitters to only information related to professional licensing, and 
would preclude reporting of information that is important to the state, hunters and anglers, and the 
people of Montana--information like acreage leased by outfitters, general locations where outfitters 
are providing services to hunters and anglers, and harvest rates. The bill eliminates reporting 
requirements that | added to law via amendatory veto of House Bill 274 (HB 274) in 2013, as well 
as the rules that the MBO implemented to gather additional data. 


As | stated in my 2013 amendatory veto letter concerning HB 274: "Accurate, credible data 
indicating where licensed outfitters operate is essential to helping the public, FWP, and the 
Montana Board of Outfitters (MBO) in various respects." This includes allowing the Board of 
Outfitters and the Montana and the Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks to "provide 
high quality data, rather than anecdotal assumptions, when public policy issues arise regarding how 
both outfitted and non-outfitted hunting may interact to affect game management, season setting, 
access to public land, public hunting opportunities, and other resources." Because the commercial 
activities of licensed outfitters depend upon the use of public wildlife resources as regulated by the 
department and the Montana Fish and Wildlife Commission, the importance of this type of 
information remains just as relevant today. If SB 264 were to become law, the MBO would be 
prohibited from collecting this information. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 264.

(d) for each license in incorporated cities with a population of 10,000 or more or within a 
distance of 5 miles, measured in a straight line from the nearest entrance of the premises to be 
licensed to the nearest boundary of the city, $650 for a unit of a nationally chartered veterans' 
organization and $800 for all other licensees; 

(e) the distance of 5 miles from the corporate limits of any incorporated cities and 
incorporated towns is measured in a straight line from the nearest entrance of the premises to 
be licensed to the nearest boundary of the city or town; and where the premises of the applicant 
to be licensed are situated within 5 miles of the corporate boundaries of two or more 
incorporated cities or incorporated towns of different populations, the license fee chargeable by 
the larger incorporated city or incorporated town applies and must be paid by the applicant.

(ili) registered by the department; and 

(b) if the raw milk and raw milk products produced by the person's dairy herd are: 

(i) all produced and processed on the same premises; 

(ii) cooled to 45 degrees F or less within 2 hours after milking; and 

(iii) tested at least four times in separate months during any consecutive 6-month period for 
bacteria, coliform, and somatic cells pursuant to [section 2]. 

(3) An application for a small herd exemption registration must be made on a form 
provided by the department and must include: 
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(a) the street address of the physical location of the small herd for which the application 
is being made; 

(b) the mailing address of the applicant; and 

(c) the fee determined by the department pursuant to 81-21-102. 

(4) Asmall herd exemption registration: 

(a) is valid on the date issued and expires on December 31 of that year unless suspended 
or revoked by the department; 

(b) may be renewed by January 31 following the expiration date if the registrant submits 
a renewal application form and the renewal fee to the department; 

(c) must be posted in conspicuous view on the premises; 

(d) is not transferable to another person; and 

(e) is valid only for the physical location of the small herd listed in the application. 

(5) (a) Distribution of raw milk to an individual who has an ownership in a dairy animal or 
a herd of dairy animals is not subject to the provisions of this section. 

(6) An individual receiving raw milk under subsection (5)(a) must have a written bill of sale 
showing purchase of ownership interest in a dairy animal or a herd of dairy animals. 

(6) The department shall adopt rules to implement the provisions of [sections 1 through 4]. 

(7) The state is immune from suit for injury to a person who consumes raw milk sold or 

provided by a person operating a small dairy under this part." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 2. Testing for small herd exemption registration. (1) Subject 
to subsection (2), the results of a test conducted as required in [section 1] must confirm that counts 
of bacteria, coliform, and somatic cells in raw milk or raw milk products produced by animals on the 
premises for which a small herd exemption is applied for, issued, or renewed do not exceed: 

(a) bacteria greater than 15,000 per milliliter; 

(b) coliform greater than 25 per milliliter; or 

(c) somatic cells greater than 500,000 per milliliter for cow's milk or 750,000 per milliliter 
for goat's or sheep's milk. 

(2) If three or more in any five consecutive counts of bacteria, coliform, or somatic cells 
exceed the limits provided in subsection (1), the raw milk and raw milk products produced by the 
registrant may not be offered for human consumption until subsequent testing shows that the raw 
milk and raw milk products comply with the requirements of subsection (1). 

(3) (a) The tests and sampling required for the tests in this section must be conducted 
pursuant to an appropriate test method listed in Standard Methods for the Examination of Dairy 
Products, current edition--American Public Health Association, Inc. 

(b) Testing must be performed by the Montana veterinary diagnostic laboratory or by an 
independent laboratory. 

(c) The person who produces raw milk or raw milk products is responsible for testing costs. 

(d) A registrant shall submit test results to the department and shall provide raw milk and 

raw milk product quality test results to an individual who has purchased raw milk or milk products 
if the individual makes the request within 6 months of the purchase date." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 3. Direct sales by small herd exemption registrant -- certain 
sales prohibited -- labeling -- immunity from liability. (1) (a) A person operating under a small 
herd exemption registration may not sell or otherwise provide raw milk or raw milk products 
produced by the registrant to a person for resale but may sell those items directly to a consumer, 
a member or guest of the registrant's family, or the registrant's employee.

(ii) be in a container with a label that reads: "This product, which is sold for personal use 
and not for resale, is fresh whole milk that has not been pasteurized. Neither this farm nor the milk 
sold by this farm has been inspected by the state of Montana." 

(b) Aperson who purchases or otherwise obtains products under this section may have the 
registrant transfer the products into a container provided by the person obtaining the products. The 
registrant is not required to label the container. 

(3) The registrant shall post in a conspicuous place on the premises a sign of at least 1 x 
2 feet that states in large, clear print: "This product, which is sold for personal use and not for 
resale, is fresh whole milk that has not been pasteurized. Neither this farm nor the milk sold by this 
farm has been inspected by the state of Montana." 

(4) The sale of raw milk or raw milk products by a small herd exemption registrant is not 
subject to pricing controls under Title 81, chapter 23."

(b) foster, promote, and protect the livestock industry in this state by the investigation of 
diseases and other subjects related to ways and means of prevention, extirpation, and control of 
diseases or to the care of livestock and its products and to this end may establish and maintain a 
laboratory, may make or cause to be made biologic products, curatives, and preventative agents, 
and may perform any other acts and things as may be necessary or proper in the fostering, 
promotion, or protection of the livestock industry in this state; 

(c) impose and collect fees that the department considers appropriate for the tests and 
services performed by it at the laboratory or elsewhere and for biologic products, curatives, and 
preventative agents made or caused to be made by the department. In fixing these fees, the 
department shall take into consideration the costs, both direct and indirect, of the tests, services, 
products, curatives, and agents. All fees must be deposited in the state special revenue fund for 
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the use of the animal health functions of the department. 

(d) subject to subsection (2), adopt rules and orders that it considers necessary or proper 
to prevent the introduction or spreading of infectious, contagious, communicable, or dangerous 
diseases affecting livestock and alternative livestock in this state; 

(e) (i) adopt rules and orders that it considers necessary or proper for the inspection, 
testing, and quarantine of all livestock and alternative livestock imported into this state; and 

(ii) adopt rules and orders that it considers necessary or proper governing inspections and 
tests of livestock and alternative livestock intended for importation into this state to prevent the 
introduction or spreading of infectious, contagious, communicable, or dangerous diseases affecting 
livestock and alternative livestock; 

(f) adopt rules and orders that it considers necessary or proper for the supervision, 
inspection, and control of the standards and sanitary conditions of slaughterhouses, meat depots, 
meat and meat food products, dairies, milk depots, milk and its byproducts, barns, dairy cows, 
factories, and other places and premises where meat or meat foods, milk or its products, or any 
byproducts thereof intended for sale or consumption as food are produced, kept, handled, or 
stored. An authorized representative of the department may take samples of a product so 
produced, kept, handled, or stored for analysis or testing by the department. The records of the 
samples and their analysis and test, when identified as to the sample by the oath of the officer 
taking it and verified as to the analysis or test by the oath of the chemist or bacteriologist making 
it, are prima facie evidence of the facts set forth in them when offered in evidence in a prosecution 
or action at law or in equity for violation of 81-9-201, 81-20-101, 81-21-102, 81-21-103, [section 2], 
part 1, 2, or 3 of this chapter, or a rule or order of the board adopted thereunder. These standards, 
insofar as they relate to dairies or milk and its byproducts, may not include standards of weight or 
measurement. 

(g) adopt rules and orders that seem necessary or proper for the supervision and control 
of manufactured and refined foods for livestock and the manufacture, importation, sale, and 
method of using a biologic remedy or curative agent for the treatment of diseases of livestock. 
However, as far as practicable, the standards approved by the United States department of 
agriculture must be adopted. 

(h) install an adequate system of meat inspection in accordance with 81-9-216 through 
81-9-220 and 81-9-226 through 81-9-236 that must provide ways and means for shipping 
home-grown and home-killed meats into any city in this state. As far as practicable, the rules must 
conform with the meat-inspection requirements of the United States department of agriculture. 

(i) slaughter or cause to be slaughtered any livestock in this state known to be affected with 
or that has been exposed to an infectious, contagious, communicable, or dangerous disease, when 
the slaughter is necessary for the protection of other livestock, and destroy or cause to be 
destroyed all barns, stables, sheds, outbuildings, fixtures, furniture, or personal property infected 
with any infectious, contagious, communicable, or dangerous disease when they cannot be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected and the destruction is necessary to prevent the spreading of 
the disease; 

(j) indemnify the owner of any property destroyed by order of the department or pursuant 
to any rules adopted by the department under 81-20-101, 81-21-102, 81-21-103, or part 1, 2, or 
3 of this chapter; 

(k) require persons, firms, and corporations engaged in the production or handling of meat, 
meat food products, dairy products, or any byproducts thereof to furnish statistics of the quantity 
and cost of the food and food products produced or handled and the name and address of persons 
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supplying them any of the products. 

(2) (a) As used in subsection (1)(d), "order" means a command, direction, or instruction 
issued by the department, board, or board's administrator in circumstances that clearly constitute 
an existing imminent peril to the public health, safety, or welfare or to animal health or welfare. 

(b) An order under subsection (1)(d) may last no more than 5 years and may be altered or 
rescinded as necessary to address the circumstances set out in subsection (1)(d). An order may 
not be used to create a permanent program. 

(c) As used in subsection (2)(b), "program" means a legislatively or administratively created 
function, project, or duty of an agency. 

(3) When in the exercise of its powers or the discharge of its duties it becomes necessary 
for employees of the department to investigate facts and conditions, they may administer oaths, 
take affidavits, and compel the attendance and testimony of witnesses. 

(4) The department's authority under subsection (1)(f) fora small herd exemption registrant 


is limited to inspections related to investigating the potential source of an illness or outbreak of a 
disease."

(11) "Directly acidified" and similar terms mean the process of adding a food grade acid to 
milk or cream instead of or in addition to the adding of culture. 

(12) "Filled dairy products" means milk, cream, skimmed milk, or any combination of these, 
whether or not condensed, evaporated, concentrated, frozen, powdered, dried, or desiccated, or 
any food product made or manufactured from them, to which has been added or which has been 
blended or compounded with fat or oil other than milk fat so that the resulting product is in imitation 
or semblance of a dairy product, including milk, cream, sour cream, skimmed milk, ice cream, 
low-fat ice cream, whipped cream, flavored milk or skim milk yogurt, dried or powdered milk, 
cheese, cream, cream cheese, cottage cheese, creamed cottage cheese, ice cream mix, low-fat 
ice cream mix, sherbet, condensed milk, evaporated milk, or concentrated milk. 

(13) "French ice cream", "French custard ice cream", and similar frozen products, except 
sherbets and water ices, are varieties of ice cream. 

(14) "Grading" means the examination of milk, cream, or products by sight, odor, taste, or 
laboratory analysis, the results of which determine a grade designating their quality. 

(15) "Ice cream" is a frozen product made with pure, sweet milk, cream, skim milk, 
evaporated or condensed milk, evaporated or condensed skim milk, dry milk, dry skim milk, pure 
milk fat, wholesome sweet butter, or any combination of these products, with or without sweetening, 
or clean wholesome eggs or egg products, with or without the use of harmless flavoring and 
coloring. lce cream must contain not less than 10% of milk fat, not less than 33% total solids, and 
may or may not contain pure and harmless edible stabilizer. |ce cream may contain not to exceed 
1% gelatin. A frozen milk or milk product may not be manufactured or sold unless it contains at 
least 10% butterfat, excepting sherbets, ices, and other exceptions under this section. Allice cream 
must be manufactured from pasteurized ice cream mix.

Dear President Sales and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 97 (SB 97), "AN ACT ESTABLISHING THE PRIMACY 
OF MONTANA LAW BY PROHIBITING THE APPLICATION OF FOREIGN LAW WHEN IT 
VIOLATES A FUNDAMENTAL RIGHT GUARANTEED BY THE MONTANA OR UNITED STATES 
CONSTITUTION; PROVIDING EXCEPTIONS; AND PROVIDING AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 97 would void all contractual provisions and all decisions of Montana courts that rely, to any 
degree, on foreign legal systems that do not grant the same liberties, rights and privileges granted 
under the Montana or U.S. Constitutions. While SB 97 may have an unobjectionable title and 
bland, legalistic language, its purpose and effect would upend our legal system and debase what 
we stand for as Montanans and Americans. 


The title of SB 97 is misleading. The substantive text of the bill renders void and unenforceable 
any contractual provision or court decision that relies on a foreign legal system that does not grant 
the same rights as granted under the U.S. or Montana constitutions. This is an astonishingly broad 
prohibition. For example, Montanans have an inalienable right to a "clean and healthful 
environment." Art. Il, Sec. 3 Mont. Const.; see e.g., Seven Up Pete Venture, et al. v. State of 
Montana, et al., 2005 MT 146, 4 46 ("[T]he Montana Constitution provides that 'the right to a clean 
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and healthful environment is an inalienable right of ever person. It further requires that a clean and 
healthful environment shall be preserved for future generations."). | am not aware that such a 
provision is common in the laws of other nations. But by the plain language of SB 97, Montana 
courts could not even consider a decision or law as persuasive authority from any country that did 
not have the same liberties, rights and privileges as in our state constitution. 


Moreover, "foreign law" is infused throughout the American legal system. One of the very first and 
oldest provisions of our own state code, dating back to the Bannack statutes of 1871, provides: 
"The common law of England, so far as it is not repugnant to or inconsistent with the constitution 
of the United States or the constitution or laws of this state, is the rule of decision in all the courts 
of this state." § 1-1-109, MCA. Foreign monetary judgments from all over the world are recognized 
under state law, as are marriages that were performed in other countries, child custody 
arrangements, and probate matters. International law, in addition to state law, governs contracting 
with foreign nationals and corporations. The U.S. Supreme Court frequently references foreign 
law. See, e.g., Roper v. Simmons, 543 U.S. 551, 575 (2005) (discussing international treaties and 
foreign law in holding unconstitutional the execution of minors). SB 97 would inject enormous 
uncertainty in multiple areas of law. The bill's vague exceptions do not save it from its complete 
unworkability. 


There is absolutely no need for this bill. The U.S. and Montana constitutions contain strong 
protections for Montanans--protections that our courts are sworn to uphold. The rights of due 
process, equal protection, privacy, and freedoms of religion and expression are the bedrock of our 
constitutional protections and, indeed, our cultural identify. Any domestic application of foreign law 
that is antithetical to the U.S. or Montana constitutions is, by that very fact, unconstitutional and 
void. When foreign law or foreign decisions are relied upon by Montana courts, it is done pursuant 
to established legal standards that protect our rights. See, e.g., § 40-5-1005, MCA (setting 
standards for child support proceedings in state courts involving foreign support orders or foreign 
tribunals); §§ 25-9-601, et seg., MCA (setting standards for the recognition of foreign-counmtry 
money judgments). Proponents of SB 97 cite no instance of a Montana court demonstrating 
confusion on this matter. Even if such confusion were to occur, | have no doubt that the appeal 
would be swift and reversal certain. 


Finally, as the Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals once observed, "if it walks like a duck, swims like 
a duck, and quacks like a duck, it's a duck." Lake v. Neal, 585 F. 3d 1059 (2009). SB 97 fails the 
duck test. | cannot seriously be denied that the bill is drawn from "Sharia law bans" that have been 
tried in other states. The intent of these bills is to target a particular religion and group of people 
for disfavored treatment. Even more disturbing, | fear that the Sharia law ban implicit in SB 97 will 
be interpreted by some as state endorsement for anti-Muslin sentiments and activity. 


We are already in the midst of a nation-wide surge in hate crimes. This bill, if passed, would open 
a dark chapter in our state's history and violate the constitutional norms it claims to protect. We 
must instead recommit ourselves to protecting the religious and cultural diversity that makes our 
state and nation strong, while remaining steadfast in our resolve to stop those who intend to do us 
real harm. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 97.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 32 (SB 32), "AN ACT ELIMINATING THE 
COMMUNITY RENEWABLE ENERGY PROJECT REQUIREMENT FROM MONTANA'S 
RENEWABLE RESOURCE STANDARD; AMENDING SECTIONS 69-3-2003, 69-3-2004, 69-3- 
2005, 69-3-2006, 69-3-2009, AND 90-4-1202, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
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EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 32 would repeal Montana's Community Renewable Energy Projects (CREPs) requirement for 
the Montana Renewable Portfolio Standard (RPS). Montana law requires utilities to meet a certain 
target for procuring renewable energy. Within the RPS, covered utilities are also required to 
acquire "community renewable power" in certain amounts. 


Creating CREPs was a choice made by the state when it also adopted the RPS to make sure that 
renewables were not just clustered in a few big projects by major developers, and to ensure that 
local communities were not left behind. To that end, the legislature made sure that any CREPs 
were in fact, "owned" by Montanans, and set a size limit on projects of 25 MW, thereby keeping 
the scale small. MCA 69-3-2007 also requires CREPs to not exceed the cost of any other 
alternative energy resource available to the utility by more than 15 percent. According to a 2014 
review of the Montana's RPS, the Montana Consumer counsel concluded, "The RPS and 
accompanying CREPs legislation in Montana has had a relatively minimal rate impact on 
Northwestern Energy customers." 


CREPs projects benefit local economies where they are built. CREPs projects are typically located 
in rural communities, bringing with them jobs and new tax revenue that is sustained over the life 
of the project, which could be for twenty years or longer. Indeed, counties where CREPs are 
currently located oppose SB 32, arguing that CREPs bring rural economies long-term jobs, 
construction jobs and a higher tax base for the counties. Currently, only 25 of the required 65 
megawatts from CREPs have been built, leaving a potential 40 megawatts of local projects still to 
be built. SB 32 would deprive local communities of further investments and jobs that would come 
with development of those 40 megawatts. 


While proponents of SB 32 argue, and opponents also acknowledge, the current law is not ideal, 
repealing the law in its entirety is also not ideal. | am committed to working with stakeholders 
before the next legislative session to amend current law to address concerns and make CREPs 
better and more workable for both utilities and renewable energy developers. This could include 
addressing current cost caps, ownership requirements, and penalties. The bill's title restricts me 
from offering any of those amendments as an amendatory veto, so | am therefore resigned to veto 
SB 32 outright.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
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State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 127 (SB 127), "AN ACT 
REVISING PUBLIC OFFICE VACANCY LAWS; PROVIDING THAT AN OFFICE BECOMES 
VACANT ON THE EFFECTIVE DATE STIPULATED IN THE OFFICIAL RESIGNATION OF AN 
INCUMBENT; PROVIDING THAT RESIGNATIONS MUST STIPULATE AN EFFECTIVE DATE; 
CLARIFYING LEGISLATOR APPOINTMENT LAWS REGARDING VACANCY AND 
RESIGNATION; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 2-16-501, 2-16-502, AND 5-2-402, MCA." 


SB 127 revised the public office vacancy laws so that resignations of public officers are effective 
upon the date stipulated in a resignation letter, rather than after the 72-hour period within which a 
resignation may be withdrawn. The bill maintains the 72-hour rule, but makes the resignation 
"official" rather than "effective" upon the passage of the 72 hours. The bill was brought with a 
legislative vacancy in mind, where it takes weeks to seat a successor. If a legislator withdraws his 
or her resignation within 72 hours of its submission, no great harm is done because the process 
to seat a successor will have only just begun and can be easily terminated. 


Unfortunately, the mechanics of the bill may not always work with other public officer vacancies. 
For example, a vacancy could occur in the office of the Attorney General or the Secretary of State. 
In such a case, the governor must appoint a person to fill the unexpired term. See, e.g.,§ 2-16- 
505-506, MCA. Under SB 127, it would be possible for an officer to resign effective immediately 
and be replaced immediately thereafter by the governor's appointee. However, the resignee could 
still change his or her mind within the 72-hour period, after the appointee has already taken office. 
This creates a situation where two people could claim a right to the same office. 


| support the clarity that SB 127 is attempting to bring to the resignation process. My amendments 
further simplify the bill by eliminating the 72-hour rule entirely. The 72-hour rule unnecessarily 
creates uncertainty when there is a need for clarity. By eliminating the rule, it is absolutely clear 
that a resignation is effective and final upon the date stipulated in a resignation letter.

Money in the 
account is available to the department by appropriation and, except as provided in subsections (9), 
(10), and (11), must be used to reimburse remedial action costs claimed pursuant to 75-10-742 
through 75-10-751, to provide funding for the department of justice for investigations pursuant to 
its natural resource damage program, to pay costs incurred by the department in defending the 
orphan share, and to pay remedial action costs incurred by the department pursuant to subsection 
(12). Any amounts provided for investigations must be returned to the account, with interest, from 
the settlement proceeds of a claim made under the natural resource damage program within 30 


days of receiving settlement proceeds. 
(2) There must be deposited in the orphan share account: 


(a) all penalties assessed pursuant to 75-10-750(12); 

(b) funds received from the distribution of oil and natural gas production taxes pursuant to 
15-36-331; 

(c) unencumbered funds remaining in the abandoned mines state special revenue account; 

(d) interest income on the account; 

(e) funds received from settlements pursuant to 75-10-719(7); and 

(f) funds received from reimbursement of the department's orphan share defense costs 
pursuant to subsection (6). 

(3) If the orphan share account contains sufficient money, valid claims must be reimbursed 
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subsequently in the order in which they were received by the department. If the orphan share 
account does not contain sufficient money to reimburse claims for completed remedial actions, a 
reimbursement may not be made and the orphan share account, the department, and the state are 
not liable for making any reimbursement for the costs. The department and the state are not liable 
for any penalties if the orphan share account does not contain sufficient money to reimburse 
claims, and interest may not accrue on outstanding claims. 

(4) Except as provided in subsections (6) and (7), claims may not be submitted and 
remedial action costs may not be reimbursed from the orphan share account until all remedial 
actions, except for operation and maintenance, are completed at a facility. 

(5) Except as provided in subsection (6), reimbursement from the orphan share account 
must be limited to actual documented remedial action costs incurred after the date of a petition 
provided for in 75-10-745. Reimbursement may not be made for attorney fees, legal costs, or 
operation and maintenance costs. 

(6) (a) The department's costs incurred in defending the orphan share must be paid by the 
persons participating in the allocation under 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 in proportion to their 
allocated shares. The orphan share account is responsible for a portion of the department's costs 
incurred in defending the orphan share in proportion to the orphan share's allocated share, as 
follows: 

(i) If sufficient funds are available in the orphan share account, the department's costs 
incurred in defending the orphan share must be paid from the orphan share account in proportion 
to the share of liability allocated to the orphan share. 

(ii) If sufficient funds are not available in the orphan share account, persons participating 
in the allocation under 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 shall pay all the orphan share's allocated 
share of the department's costs incurred in defending the orphan share in proportion to each 
person's allocated share of liability. 

(b) A person who pays the orphan share's proportional share of costs has a claim against 
the orphan share account and must be reimbursed as provided in subsection (3). 

(c) Astate agency that is liable for remedial action costs incurred has a claim against the 
orphan share account and must be reimbursed as provided in subsection (3). The agency may 
submit a claim before or after remedial action is complete. Reimbursement may not be made for 
attorney fees, legal costs, or operation and maintenance costs. The agency may be reimbursed 
only after: 

(i) its liability has been determined pursuant to 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 or by a court 
of competent jurisdiction; 

(ii) it has received a notice letter pursuant to 75-10-711; and 

(iii) the department has approved the costs. 

(7) (a) If the lead liable person under 75-10-746 presents evidence to the department that 
the person cannot complete the remedial actions without partial reimbursement and that a delay 
in reimbursement will cause undue financial hardship on the person, the department may allow the 
submission of claims and may reimburse the claims prior to the completion of all remedial actions. 
A person is not eligible for early reimbursement unless the person is in substantial compliance with 
all department-approved remedial action plans. 

(b) The department may reimburse claims from a lead liable person upon completion and 
department approval of a report evaluating the nature and extent of contamination and a report 
formulating and evaluating final remediation alternatives. This early reimbursement is limited to 
those eligible costs incurred by the lead liable person for the preparation of the reports. 
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(8) A person participating in the allocation process who received funds under the mixed 
funding pilot program provided for in sections 14 through 20, Chapter 584, Laws of 1995, may not 
claim or receive reimbursement from the orphan share account for the amount of funds received 
under the mixed funding pilot program that are later attributed to the orphan share under the 
allocation process. 

(9) (a) For the biennium beginning July 1, 2005, up to $1.25 million may be used by the 
department to pay the costs incurred by the department in contracting for evaluating the extent of 
contamination and formulating final remediation alternatives for releases at the Kalispell pole and 
timber, reliance refinery company, and Yale oil corporation facility complex. If the department 
spends less than $1.25 million for those purposes, the remaining funds must be spent for 
remediation of the facility complex. The department may not seek recovery of the $1.25 million from 
potentially liable persons. 

(b) The money spent pursuant to subsection (9)(a) must be credited against the amount 
owed by the state agency in a judgment or settlement agreement for payment of the remedial 
action costs at the facility for which the money was spent. 

(10) (a) The department shall transfer from the orphan share account to the long-term or 
perpetual water treatment permanent trust fund provided for in 82-4-367 $1.2 million in each fiscal 
year until the board of investments makes the certification pursuant to subsection (10)(b) of this 
section. 

(b) (i) The board of investments shall monitor the long-term or perpetual water treatment 
permanent trust fund provided for in 82-4-367 to determine when the amount of money in the 
long-term or perpetual water treatment permanent trust fund will be sufficient, with future earnings, 
to provide a fund balance of $19.3 million on January 1, 2018. 

(ii) When the board of investments makes the determination pursuant to subsection 
(10)(b)(i), the board of investments shall notify the department and certify to the department the 
amount of money, if any, that must be transferred during the fiscal year in which the board of 
investments makes its determination pursuant to subsection (10)(b)(i) in order to provide a fund 
balance of $19.3 million on January 1, 2018. 

(ili) In the fiscal year that the board of investments makes its determination and notifies the 
department, the department shall transfer only the amount certified by the board of investments, 
if any, and may not make additional transfers during subsequent fiscal years. 

(c) After July 1, 2018, the department shall transfer $1.2 million in each fiscal year from the 
orphan share state special revenue account to the environmental quality protection fund provided 
in 75-10-704. 

(11) The orphan share account is subject to legislative fund transfers. 

(12) Except as provided in subsection (13), the department may use the orphan share 
account to: 

(a) take remedial action at a facility where there has been a release or there is a substantial 
threat of a release into the environment that may present an imminent and substantial 
endangerment to the public health, safety, or welfare or to the environment and there is no readily 
apparent person who is financially viable and potentially liable under 75-10-715 to conduct the 
remedial action; or 

(6) fund the administration of data collection, the monitoring of the performance of remedial 
action, and the initial assessment of a facility to determine whether that facility may be closed or 
delisted. 

(13) The department may not use for data collection, initial assessments, or monitoring 
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pursuant to subsection (12)(b) more than 20% of the funds appropriated from the orphan share 
account for the bienniums beginning July 1, 2015, and ending June 30, 2025. For the bienniums 
beginning July 1, 2025, no more than 15% of the funds appropriated from the orphan share 
account may be used for data collection, initial assessments, or monitoring pursuant to subsection 
(12)(b). 

(14) On or before July 1 of each year, the department shall report to the environmental 
quality council the amount of funds from the orphan share account used pursuant to subsection 
(12), the type of expenditures made, and the identity and location of facilities addressed. 
(Subsection (10)(c) terminates June 30, 2027--sec. 5, Ch. 387, L. 2015.)""

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State 
of Montana, | return with amendments Senate Bill 184 (SB 184), "AN ACT REVISING LAWS 
TO ALLOW A WORKERS' COMPENSATION INSURER TO TERMINATE PAYMENT OF 
BENEFITS ON THE BASIS OF FRAUD, MISTAKE, OR RECEIPT OF EVIDENCE OF 
NONLIABILITY; AMENDING SECTION 39-71-609, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 184 in part codifies current case law, which allows a workers' compensation insurer to 
immediately terminate benefits if the insurer establishes that the benefits were obtained through 
fraud. When such termination occurs, prior notice to the injured worker is not required. 


However, SB 184 goes on to allow termination of benefits without prior notice to the injured workers 
when there is a mutual mistake of material fact or when the insurer receives "clear and convincing 
evidence" of its lack of liability for payment of benefits. These provisions expand termination 
procedures even though no premium rating information suggests these changes will have a positive 
impact on costs in our workers' compensation system. In fact, these new provisions will likely 
encourage more litigation and additional costs. 


The workers’ compensation system is "intended to be primarily self-administering" and is designed 
to provide great predictability and certainty for employers, employees, and medical providers. 
Allowing automatic termination of benefits with no notice to the injured worker when fraud has not 
occurred will only increase litigation of claims. Therefore, | am offering amendments to clarify that 
termination of benefits due to fraud may occur without notice, and termination of benefits due to 
mutual mistake requires 14 days’ notice. Finally, termination of benefits for other reasons may 
continue to occur as already provided by law.

Dear President Sales and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 7 (SB 7), "AN ACT REVISING NET METERING 
LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS; AMENDING SECTIONS 69-8-601 , 69-8-602, AND 69-8-603, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 7 amends the legislative findings on net metering to read that "customers using net metering 
systems under this part may not be subsidized by other public utility customers who do not use net 
metering systems." 


The 2015 Montana Legislature passed Senate Joint Resolution 12 (SJ 12), which requested an 
interim study of net metering costs and benefits. The intent of this study was to clarify whether net 
metered customers were shifting costs onto other customers. Ultimately, the Energy and 
Telecommunications Interim Committee's analysis was inconclusive, leaving the question to be 
answered in the future. 


This legislature is likely to pass House Bill 219 (HB 219), which will provide for a study by the 
Montana Public Service Commission of net metering and the costs and benefits associated with 
net metering. HB 219 may provide for a better understanding of how net metering will impact other 
system customers. Thus, it is premature to draw any conclusions about this relationship, which SB 
7 appears to do. 


In June 2016, through my Energy Blueprint, | committed to oppose any efforts to weaken our 
current net metering statutes. At this point in time | believe the distributed generation business 
sector would be negatively impacted by the regulatory uncertainty this bill creates. The number 
of new net metered systems being developed would be reduced in areas served by Montana public 
utilities as Customers are forced to weigh the risks of potential investments. Hurting a vibrant 
sector of the economy in this manner is not in anyone's interest. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 7.

(a) an account for all fees collected for basic 9-1-1 services pursuant to 10-4-201(1)(a); 

(b) an account for all fees collected for enhanced 9-1-1 services pursuant to 
10-4-201(1)(b); and 

(c) an account for all fees collected for wireless enhanced 9-1-1 services pursuant to 
10-4-201(1)(c). The money is allocated as follows: 

(i) 50% of the account must be deposited in an account for distribution to the 9-1-1 
jurisdictions; and 

(ii) 50% of the account must be deposited in an account for distribution to wireless 
providers. 

2) Money in the account provided for in subsection (1)(c)(il), including interest earned 
from the investment of money in the account, is subject to legislative fund transfers. 

{2}(3) All money received by the department of revenue pursuant to 10-4-201 must be 
paid to the state treasurer for deposit in the appropriate account. An amount equal to 2.74% of 
the money received pursuant to 10-4-201 must be deposited in an account in the state special 
revenue fund to be used for the administration of this chapter. Any remaining funds at the end 
of a fiscal year must be equally distributed to each of the four accounts provided for in 
subsection (1). 

{3}(4) The accounts established in subsection (1) retain interest earned from the 
investment of money in the accounts. 

{4)(5) After payment of refunds pursuant to 10-4-205, the balance of the respective 
accounts must be used for the purposes described in part 1 of this chapter. 

{5}(6) The distribution of funds in the 9-1-1 emergency telecommunications accounts 
described in subsection (1), as required by 10-4-302, 10-4-311, and 10-4-313, is statutorily 
appropriated, as provided in 17-7-502, to the department. 

{6}(7) Expenditures for actual and necessary expenses required for the efficient 
administration of the plan must be made from appropriations made for that purpose.""

(6) at the time that the indebtedness is incurred, the projected revenue of the fund, based 
on the fees and charges approved by the legislature and other available fund revenue, will be 
sufficient to repay the indebtedness over the proposed term and to maintain the operation of the 
enterprise. 

(2) (a) The department of justice is authorized to enter into contracts, loan agreements, or 
other forms of indebtedness with the board of investments for an amount not to exceed $28.5 
million, payable over a term not to exceed 15 years, for financing the cost of an information 
technology system for the production and maintenance of motor vehicle title and registration 
records and driver's license records. 

(6) For purposes of the financing of the motor vehicle information technology system, loans 
are payable from the money in the motor vehicle information technology system account as 
provided in 61-3-550. The term of the indebtedness may not exceed the useful life of the items 
being financed. At the time that the loan is made, the projected revenue of the motor vehicle 
information technology system account, based upon the fees approved by the legislature, must be 
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sufficient to repay the indebtedness over the proposed term.

UNDER 12 YEARS OF AGE TO OPERATE A MOTORCYCLE OR QUADRICYCLE UNDER

(2) As used in [sections 1 through 5], "charter school" means a public school that is 
established and governed by a board of trustees of a public school district as defined in 20-6- 
101 for one or more of the purposes set forth in [section 3] and that exclusively serves children 
who are residents of the district or children attending outside their resident district pursuant to 
20-5-321. 

(3) In order to promote the flexible operation of a charter school, a school district operating a 
charter school may seek a variance to accreditation requirements through a procedure adopted 
by the board of public education. 

(4) A charter school may be maintained in a separate facility or in an existing school facility if 
the charter school is operated independently from the other school in the shared facility. 

(5) Each charter school shall offer a general curriculum appropriate to the grades offered at 
the charter school but may include one or more special programs as part of its curriculum. A 
charter school may be organized around a special emphasis, theme, or concept or may utilize 
innovative educational methods or practices, including proficiency-based learning consistent 
with the provisions of 20-9-311 and 20-1-301. 

(6) In providing distance learning opportunities, a charter school shall: 

(a) for K-12 curriculum, exclusively use the Montana digital academy established in 20- 
7-1201; 

(b) for dual credit purposes, use: 

(i) the Montana digital academy; 

(ii) a unit of the Montana university system as referenced in 20-25-201; or 

(iii) a Community college district as referenced in 20-15-101; and 

(c) comply with the rules regarding the calculation of average number belonging set 
forth in 20-9-311. 

(7) The opening of a charter school established pursuant to [sections 1 through 5] is exempt 
from the limitations on opening or reopening a school under 20-6-502 and 20-6-503." 


Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 3. Authorization to establish -- purposes. (1) A 
charter school may be established and governed by the board of trustees within a school 
district, either as a new school or as a conversion of an existing school, if a majority of the 
board of trustees votes for the creation of a charter school. The trustees may convert one or 
more schools to charter schools and nothing in [sections 1 through 5] precludes the board of 
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trustees from converting all schools of the district to charter schools. 

(2) In the case of a conversion of an existing school or creation of a new charter school, the 
board shall negotiate salary, benefits, and working conditions with affected labor groups. 

(3) The board of trustees of any school district defined in 20-6-101 may establish a charter 
school as a means of providing new opportunities for: 

(a) improved pupil learning; 

(b) increased learning opportunities for pupils in special areas of emphasis in accordance 
with themes established for charter schools; or 

(c) creative and unconventional instructional techniques and structures. 

(4) A school district establishing a charter school under this section may apply to the board 
of public education for variances to any standards set forth in board of public education rules, 
excluding standards pertaining to teacher licensure or endorsement. The procedure for applying 
for variances to standards of the board of public education must be set forth in board of public 
education rules, and the determination regarding whether to waive any standards must be in 
the sole discretion of the board of public education."

(12) (a) The one-time registration fee for a low-speed electric vehicle is $25. 

(b) The one-time registration fee for a golf cart that is owned by a person who has or is 
applying for a low-speed restricted driver's license is $25. 

(c) The one-time registration fee for golf carts authorized to operate on certain public 
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streets and highways pursuant to 61-8-391 is $25. Upon receipt of the fee, the department shall 
issue the owner a decal, which must be displayed visibly on the golf cart. 

(13) (a) Except as provided in subsection (13)(b), a fee of $10 must be collected when a 
new set of standard license plates, a new single standard license plate, or a replacement set of 
special license plates required under 61-3-332 is issued. The $10 fee imposed under this 
subsection does not apply when previously issued license plates are transferred under 
61-3-335. All registration fees imposed under this section must be paid if the vehicle to which 
the plates are transferred is not currently registered. 

(6) An additional fee of $15 must be collected if a vehicle owner elects to keep the 
same license plate number from license plates issued before January 1, 2010, when 
replacement of those plates is required under 61 -3-332(3). 

(c) The fees imposed in this subsection (13) must be deposited in the account 
established under 61-6-158, except that $2 of the fee imposed in subsection (13)(a) must be 
deposited in the state general fund. 

(14) The provisions of this part with respect to the payment of registration fees do not 
apply to and are not binding upon motor vehicles, trailers, semitrailers, snowmobiles, watercraft, 
or tractors owned or controlled by the United States of America or any state, county, city, or 
special district, as defined in 18-8-202, or to a vehicle or vessel that meets the description of 
property exempt from taxation under 15-6-201(1)(a), (1)(d), (1)(e), (1)(g), (1)(h), (1)(), (1) (k), 
(1)(I), (1)(n), or (1)(0), 15-6-203, or 15-6-215, except as provided in 61-3-520. 

(15) Whenever ownership of a trailer, semitrailer, pole trailer, off-highway vehicle, 
motorcycle, quadricycle, travel trailer, motor home, motorboat, sailboat, personal watercraft, 
motorized pontoon, snowmobile, motor vehicle owned and operated solely as a collector's item 
pursuant to 61-3-411, or low-speed electric vehicle is transferred, the new owner shall title and 
register the vehicle or vessel as required by this chapter and pay the fees imposed under this 
section. 

(16) A person eligible for a waiver under 61-3-460 is exempt from the fees required 
under this section. 

(17) Except as otherwise provided in this section, revenue collected under this section 
must be deposited in the state general fund. 

(18) The fees imposed by subsections (2) through (12) are not required to be paid by a 
dealer for the enumerated vehicles or vessels that constitute inventory of the dealership. 

(19) (a) Unless a person exercises the option in either subsection (19)(b) or (19)(c), an 
additional fee of $6 must be collected for each light vehicle registered under this part. This fee 
must be accounted for and transmitted separately from the registration fee. The fee must be 
deposited in an account in the state special revenue fund to be used for state parks, for fishing 
access sites, and for the operation of state-owned facilities. Of the $6 fee, the department of 
fish, wildlife, and parks shall use $5.37 for state parks, 25 cents for fishing access sites, and 38 
cents for the operation of state-owned facilities at Virginia City and Nevada City. 

(b) A person who registers a light vehicle may, at the time of annual registration, certify 
that the person does not intend to use the vehicle to visit state parks and fishing access sites 
and may make a written election not to pay the additional $6 fee provided for in subsection 
(19)(a).

In accordance with the power vested in me at Governor by the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with an amendment Senate Bill 307 (SB 307), "AN ACT 
GENERALLY REVISING LAWS RELATED TO SCHOOL FUNDING; REQUIRING TRUSTEES 
TO ADOPT A RESOLUTION WITH PUBLIC NOTICE PRIOR TO INCREASING NONVOTED 
LEVIES; MAKING A SCHOOL DISTRICT'S ABILITY TO TRANSFER FUNDS FOR SCHOOL 
SAFETY PURPOSES PERMANENT; REQUIRING SUBFUNDS TO ACOUNT FOR VARIOUS 
REVENUES AND USES OF THE BUILDING RESERVE FUND; AUTHORIZING A LIMITED 
LEVY FOR SCHOOL MAJOR MAINTENANCE WITH STATE SUPPORT; RENAMING THE 
SCHOOL FACILITY REIMBURSEMENT PROGRAM THE DEBT SERVICE ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM; CREATING A STATE SPECIAL REVENUE ACCOUNT AND PROGRAM FOR

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 117 (SB 117), "AN ACT REVISING LAWS 
REGARDING THE DELEGATION OF POWERS OVER A CHILD BY A PARENT OR LEGAL 
GUARDIAN BY EXECUTING A POWER OF ATTORNEY; PROVIDING THAT AN EXECUTION 
OF A POWER OF ATTORNEY DOES NOT CONSTITUTE ABANDONMENT FOR CHILD 
ABUSE AND NEGLECT PURPOSES; PROVIDING THAT A PERSON OR ENTITY INVOLVED 
IN AN EXECUTION OF A POWER OF ATTORNEY IS NOT SUBJECT TO CHILD 
PLACEMENT AND YOUTH CARE FACILITY LICENSURE LAWS; AND AMENDING 
SECTIONS 41-3-102, 52-2-602, 52-8-101, 52-8-103, AND 72-5-103, MCA." 


SB 117 would allow parents to transfer the care and responsibility of their children to an 
unlicensed person or unlicensed "substitute care" for an unlimited time, using the power of 
attorney. The power of attorney can be re-executed any number of times, meaning children 
could be delivered indefinitely to third parties with no contact from their parents. 


Even more disturbing, there are absolutely no protections for children in this bill. There is no 
requirement that a background check be conducted with regard to the person receiving a child. 
There are no minimum standards for the safety and welfare of the children. There is no 
requirement for a home check. There is no requirement that the parents visit or maintain 
communication with the child. Under existing law, organizations placing children in foster care 
or for adoption must be licensed and meet specific standards. If SB 117 passed, these 
licensed entities could be bypassed entirely. 


Current law already allows for parents to temporarily place their children in the custody of 
someone else using the power of attorney for up to six months. SB 117 is an unnecessary and 
dangerous expansion of the law. This bill would put children at risk. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 117.

| accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 126 (SB 126), "AN ACT REVISING LAWS 
RELATED TO APPEALS OF PROPERTY VALUATION FOR TAX PURPOSES; ALLOWING 
THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE AND THE TAXPAYER TO PROVIDE INDEPENDENT 
APPRAISALS TO THE STATE TAX APPEAL BOARD; AMENDING SECTIONS 15-2-301, 
MCA; AND PROVIDING AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


Current law requires the State Tax Appeal Board to consider an independent appraisal provided 
by a taxpayer in a property appeal. The Board has the discretion to determine whether the 
appraisal is credible and accurate. The Montana Supreme Court has held that "tax appeal 
boards are particularly suited for settling disputes over the appropriate valuation of a given 
piece of property, and the judiciary cannot properly interfere with that function." DeVoe v. 
Department of Revenue, 233 Mont. 190, 759 P.2d 991 (1988). SB 126 limits the discretion of 
the Board--the expert in determining tax appeals--by requiring it to accept the taxpayer's 
independent appraisal as the presumed value. Even appraisals that value a property for 
purposes other than full market value (such as liquidation, partial interest, market value, 
leasehold, etc.) and are therefore not compatible, would have to be accepted by the Board as 
the established value. 


The requirement to accept the independent appraisal as the market value shifts the burden of 
proof from the taxpayer to the Department of Revenue (Department). The Montana Supreme 
Court has clearly stated that the appraisal reached by the Department is presumed to be 
correct, and the burden is upon the taxpayer to overcome this presumption. Farmers Union 
Central Exchange v. DOR, 272 Mont. 471, 476, 901 P.2d 561, 564 (1995). Additionally, § 26-1- 
401, MCA, requires the burden of proof "is on the party who would be defeated if no evidence 
were given on either side." Most other states adhere to this maxim. As a mass appraisal state, 
there must be some reliance on the expertise of the Department's appraisers and their 
knowledge of the values across the state. To immediately dismiss those values with the 
submission of an independent appraisal, that may or may not be credible, will result in 
inequitable values in violation of the Montana Constitution. See, Larson v. Department of 
Revenue, 166 Mont 449, 534 P.2d 854 (1975). 


Also, provisions of the bill require a taxpayer to have owned the property for a period of at least 
a five years for their independent appraisal to be presumed correct. A taxpayer who owns the 
property for less than five years will still have the burden of proof. This is an arbitrary distinction 
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that could raise issues of equal protection between taxpayers of these two classes. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 126.

OF THE STATE BUILDING ENERGY CONSERVATION ACT FOR NET-METERED 
SYSTEMS; ELIMINATING USE OF THE ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AND DEMONSTRATION 
GRANT PROGRAM FOR NET-METERED SYSTEMS; AMENDING SECTIONS 15-6-224, 15- 
32-202, 15-32-301, 15-32-402, 15-32-404, 90-4-602, AND 90-4-1005, MCA; AND PROVIDING

SB 154 makes net metered systems ineligible for tax credits and incentives which are designed 
to encourage the use of alternative energy sources. Removing the tax credit for residential net 
metering systems would increase the out-of-pocket costs of net metering systems, and may 
decrease Montanans' interest in investing in net metering renewable energy systems going 
forward. 


SB 154 also prevents the State Building Energy Conservation Program from using net 
metering, making it difficult for the state to install cost-effective alternative energy on state 
facilities; projects that would ultimately save taxpayer dollars. 

In the Energy Blueprint | released in June of 2016, | committed to oppose any efforts to weaken 
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our current net metering statutes. At this point in time | believe the distributed generation 
business sector would be negatively impacted by this bill. The number of new net metered 
systems being developed would be reduced as customers are forced to weight the risks of 
potential investments. Additionally, limiting the options available to state facilities to save 
money would prevent us from reducing costs for all Montanans. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 154.

After initially accepting a claim for benefits, Montana Code Annotated 39-71-609 provides that a 
workers' compensation insurer may, upon further investigation, unilaterally terminate benefits by 
giving 14 days' written notice to the claimant. Interpreting this law, the Montana Supreme Court 
has ruled that 14 days’ written notice is not required when the insurer discovers that the claim is 


based on fraud. In that instance, the insurer has the right to terminate benefits immediately. 


SB 184 would extend the insurer's right to immediately terminate benefits to cases 1) involving 
a mutual mistake of material fact or 2) upon receiving evidence that the insurer was not liable 


for benefits. 


No compelling policy arguments exist to allow a workers' compensation insurer to immediately 


terminate benefits in cases not involving fraud, without notice to the claimant and without 
judicial review. The workers' compensation system is "intended to be primarily self- 
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administering" and is designed to provide great predictability and certainty for employers, 
employees, and medical providers. Proponents of the legislation did not present any evidence 
that these changes would enhance certainty or drive down costs. In fact, these new provisions 
would likely have the opposite effect, encouraging more litigation and additional costs. 


| sent SB 184 back to the legislature with amendments to clarify that termination of benefits due 
to fraud may occur without notice, but that termination of benefits due to mutual mistake 
requires 14 days' notice. Further, under my amendments, termination of benefits for other 
reasons could have continued to occur as already provided by law. Unfortunately, the 
legislature rejected my amendments. 


For these reasons, | must now veto SB 184.

SB 93 weakens existing notification standards passed by the Board of Oil and Gas 
Conservation (Board) by reducing the notification distance from 1,320 feet to 990 feet and 
eliminating notification requirements to any occupied structures "suited for human occupancy," 
such as schools, offices, and hospitals.

The existing notification standards were put into place by the Board on December 14, 2016, 
after nearly 20 months of work and deliberation. As a result, the Board adopted a notification 
rule that enables a landowner to work with oil and gas companies to address concerns or bring 
concerns to the Board of Oil and Gas Conservation. The notification rule came about after the 
Board formed a committee to examine whether to adopt a numeric setback limit for how close 
oil and gas wells could be to any structure. While the Board ultimately decided to forego 
setback regulations, it did pass the current notification rule because it would allow the board to 
consider establishing conditions for issuance of a drilling permit near an occupied structure. 
This process was heavily vetted and is a compromise between landowners’ and the industry's 
interests. 


Concerns were raised by proponents of SB 93 that the Board may not have authority to pass a 
notification rule. This was considered and explicitly addressed during the Board's public 
comment period. The Board determined that it has the authority to adopt this rule under 82-11- 
122, 82-11-127, 82-11-134, and 82-11-141, MCA, and the Board voted to adopt the drilling 
notice requirement prior to the legislative session. 


The current rule, adopted after a nearly 20-month review of the merits, considerations, and 
legality of establishing drilling notification for adjacent landowners, is weakened by SB 93.

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SB 99 prohibits Montana state employees or peace officers from enforcing any federal ban on 
firearms, magazines, or ammunition. It is nearly identical to bills | vetoed during the 2013 and 
2015 legislative sessions because those bills put law enforcement officers in the position of 
violating laws they are sworn to uphold. All Montana public safety officers taken an oath upon 
graduation from the Montana Law Enforcement Academy to "enforce or apply all laws and 
regulations appropriately, courteously, and responsibly." They also commit to "work in unison 
with all legally authorized agencies and their representatives in the pursuit of justice." In 
oppositional testimony, law enforcement officials expressed concerns that SB 99 would subject 
our law enforcement officers and other public officials to criminal sanctions for upholding the 
oaths that we ask them to take. 


Further, SB 99 is unnecessary. Congress has not taken any action to ban firearms or 
magazines. | am and always have been a staunch supporter of our second amendment rights. 
This bill, however, is unnecessary political theater and puts law enforcement in an untenable 
position.

REQUIREMENTS FOR THE USE OF MONEY APPROPRIATED FOR MEDICAID HOME AND 
COMMUNITY-BASED WAIVER SLOTS; PROVIDING DIRECTION TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES ON THE 0208 WAIVER FOR INDIVIDUALS 
WITH DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 208 restricts how the Department of Public Health and Human Services (DPHHS) may use 
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funding for home and community-based nursing care and other services. The bill would prohibit 
the transfer of unencumbered funding for these services between DPHHS divisions, and further 
requires that the Department address workforce shortages and other barriers to the full 
utilization of the funding set aside by the legislature for home and community-based services. 
Unfortunately, SB 208 would prevent the full use of DPHHS resources and harm the very 
people that need these services. 


Home and community-based "waivers" are Medicaid services that assist in keeping people in 
their home or community, rather than a nursing home or the Montana Developmental Center. 
The cost of the home and community care can vary widely from less than $10,000 to over 
$400,000 annually per person. The DPHHS operates home and community-based waivers in 
three different divisions: (1) Senior and Long term care (serving the elderly and physically 
disabled); (2) Addictive and Mental Disorders (serving people with serious mental health issues 
who need a nursing-home level of care); and (3) Developmental Services (serving people with 
developmental disorders). Under SB 208, if the DPHHS is unable to find a community 
placement for a client with serious mental illness but can find a community placement for an 
older Montanan, the Department would be prohibited from using the available funding between 
divisions to allow the older Montanan to be served. In this scenario, rather than just one person 
going without services, two would not be served. 


SB 208 also instructs the DPHHS to solve workforce shortages and other barriers to providing 
in-home health services. One way to address these issues would be to raise the hourly wage 
for direct care providers. However, the funding for home and community-based waiver slots is 
a fixed amount. Using limited waiver dollars to subsidize employer wages would mean that 
fewer dollars would be available to pay for services for those who need them. In this scenario, 
each person's services cost more so that fewer people can be served. 


Current state law provides the DPHHS with the flexibility to manage the Medicaid program ina 
manner that can address an unforeseen health care crisis and/or rapidly respond to an 
opportunity for improved services, improved payment strategies or cost containment. The 
restrictions proposed by SB 208 are not an efficient or fiscally responsible way to manage 
government. Further, these restrictions would be detrimental to the very people these 
programs serve.

SB 282 bans abortion after a fetus achieves viability, which the bill defines as when a fetus has 
a 50 percent chance of living outside the woman's body. Because an outright ban on abortion 
would not withstand constitutional scrutiny, the sponsors of the bill attempt to circumvent Foe v. 
Wade by imposing an arbitrary "chance of survival" standard. The "chance of survival" 
standard is not supported either medically or legally. 


Restrictions similar to SB 282 were attempted by politicians in Idaho in 2013 and Arizona in 
2015. These restrictions were challenged in the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, which has 
jurisdiction over federal appeals in Montana. The court struck down both bans, holding that the 
U.S. Supreme Court has been "unalterably clear" that "a woman has a constitutional right to 
choose." SB 282 also runs counter to repeated Supreme Court rulings that establish a woman 
has a right to access abortion at all stages of pregnancy when necessary to protect her life and 
health. If this bill were enacted, a woman could be subject to forced caesarian section or 
inducement of labor if continuing her pregnancy after viability threatened her life -- in violation of 
established legal precedent. 


Montana's elected officials have no business substituting their personal beliefs for the sound 
medical judgment of our healthcare professionals or the deeply personal medical decisions of 
their constituents. As a father, husband, and son, | stand firmly opposed to restrictions on a 
woman's ability to make deeply personal medical decisions in consultation with her medical 
provider, family members, and spiritual leaders.

REVISING THE TYPES OF LEASES AND BUILDING CONSTRUCTION THAT MUST BE 
APPROVED BY THE LEGISLATURE; PROHIBITING CERTAIN PROVISIONS IN LEASES; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 2-17-101 AND 18-2-102; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 270 requires legislative approval for certain leases of buildings for state use. Under the bill, 
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an initial lease for a building of more than 10,000 square feet, a renewal of a lease for a 
building of more than 30,000 square feet, and any lease for a term of more than 10 years must 
be submitted a part of the long-range building program and approved by the legislature. 


SB 270 unreasonably interferes with the day-to-day operations of the executive branch. 
Existing law provides appropriate and adequate sideboards on the leasing of buildings for state 
programs and services. Decisions are made daily by state employees in compliance with the 
provisions established in law within the resources allocated by the legislature. The Executive is 
responsible for operating state government in the most efficient and cost-effective manner, both 
during and after the legislative session. 

It is not the job of the legislature to micromanage as SB 270 proposes, but rather to set 
reasonable parameters to be implemented throughout the biennium. The narrowness and 
punitive nature of SB 270 does not further the cause of effective government. 

For these reasons, | respectfully ask you to oppose SB 270 and sustain my veto.

In accordance with the power vested in me a Governor by the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 116 (SB 116), "AN ACT PROVIDING THAT A 
FALSE STATEMENT IN AN EMPLOYER-PROVIDED QUESTIONNAIRE UNDER CERTAIN 
CIRCUMSTANCES IS A BASIS FOR BARRING WORKERS' COMPENSATION BENEFITS; 
AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


An individual's private medical information is one of their most protected privacy interests, under 
both state and federal law. The conditions under which a worker is required to provide medical 
information to a prospective employer must be handled with that privacy right clearly defined 
and respected at the outset. SB 116 does not accomplish that task, is unnecessary, and will 
increase costs of litigation under both the Workers' Compensation Act and under the Human 
Rights Act. 


SB 116 bars workers' compensation benefits to an injured worker if, at the time they were hired, 
they made a false representation concerning a medical condition. 


In doing so, it fails to recognize protections for employees regarding medical inquiries under 
state and federal disability discrimination laws. The bill will encourage litigation under the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) because it does not properly protect workers from 
potential discrimination based on a disability related to a medical condition. In this failure, SB 
116 may lead Montana's employers to make unlawful medical inquiries that do not equally apply 
to all applicants and are not job related and consistent with the demands of the job. 


And, as | have already noted regarding HB 358 and SB 184, pursuant to 39-71-105(4), MCA, 
"Montana's workers' compensation and occupational disease insurance systems are intended 
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to be primarily self-administering" and "the system must be designed to minimize reliance upon 
lawyers and the courts to obtain benefits and interpret liabilities." SB 116 runs afoul of this 
basic principle of workers' compensation law and introduces potential for discrimination in 
hiring.

RIGHT TO ENTER AND REPAIR WHEN TENANT FAILS TO MAINTAIN A DWELLING; 
PROVIDING FOR AN ACTION AGAINST AN UNAUTHORIZED PERSON; REVISING THE 
TIMING FOR LANDLORD'S ACTION TO BE HEARD; REVISING REQUIREMENTS RELATED 
TO LANDLORD'S DISPOSITION OF ABANDONED PERSONAL PROPERTY; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 70-24-425, 70-24-427, 70-24-430, 70-33-425, 70-33-427, AND 70-33-430, MCA; 
AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 175 is one of more than a dozen bills that were introduced this session seeking to overhaul 
landlord-tenant law in Montana. If enacted, these bills would significantly alter the Residential 
Landlord and Tenant Act that has been in place since 1977. If there are problems with the 
state of landlord-tenant law in Montana, | would encourage the legislature to engage ina 
balanced, independent and thoughitful study of the issue rather than the haphazard approach of 
the slate of bills introduced this session. While | believe some bills introduced this session are 
appropriately balanced and reasonable, others are not. 


SB 175 alters long-standing provisions of landlord-tenant law in a manner that is not 
reasonable. Under existing law, a landlord may, upon 14 days' written notice to the tenant, 
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enter a tenant's dwelling to address issues with the rental affecting health and safety. The 14- 
day time period exists so that a tenant can correct health and safety problems themselves, after 
notification by the landlord. If no remedial action has taken place after 14 days, the landlord 
may enter the premises, fix the problem, and thereafter charge the tenant for the costs of the 
remedial action. 


SB 175 vastly expands the reasons for which a landlord may enter a dwelling for tenant 
"noncompliance" and shortens the timelines for tenants to remedy any "noncompliance" 
themselves. Under this bill, the categories of "noncompliance" for which a landlord may enter 
the premises would go far beyond health and safety to include any violation of the landlord's 
rules governing the unit, and any violations of the terms of the rental agreement. SB 175 would 
also shorten the timeline for the tenant to come into compliance to seven days. Further, the bill 
gives the landlord the right to repair newly discovered problems while inspecting the unit, and 
charge the tenant for those repairs, regardless of whether the current tenant caused those 
problems. These provisions, when read together, will lead to far greater intrusion by the 
landlord into the dwelling as well as far greater costs being charged to tenants--including costs 
for problems they did not themselves cause. 


Even more problematic, SB 175 drastically and unrealistically shortens timelines for courts to 
hear and decide landlord-tenant claims. Most landlord-tenant claims are heard in justice courts, 
with concurrent and appellate jurisdiction in district courts. The bill would shorten the time 
period for a court to hold a hearing in a landlord-tenant dispute from 14 days to five days after 
the tenant's appearance or after the date the answer is due. In some instances, SB 175 
requires the courts to hold a hearing within three days of the filing of a landlord's claim, 
regardless of whether the tenant even knows of the existence of the claim. The bill further 
requires that courts decide certain cases within five days of a hearing. 


These timelines are completely unworkable. The courts of this state already have full dockets, 
including criminal cases that must comply with the constitutional right to a speedy trial. Courts 
simply cannot set aside their schedules to accommodate civil landlord-tenant claims. Further, 
serious violations of due process may occur because tenants may not even receive their 
summons before a hearing has been scheduled. Had this issue been more thoroughly studied, 
perhaps more reasonable timeframes could have been developed.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 176 (SB 176), "AN ACT REVISING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR LANDLORDS TO MAINTAIN PREMISES; REVISING LANDLORDS' 
ACCESS TO PREMISES; AMENDING SECTIONS 70-24-3038, 70-24-312, 70-24-424, 70-24- 
426, 70-33-303, 70-33-312, AND 70-33-426, MCA; REPEALING SECTIONS 70-24-322 AND 
70-33-322, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 176 is one of more than a dozen bills that were introduced this session seeking to overhaul 
landlord-tenant laws in Montana. If enacted, these bills would significantly alter the Residential 
Landlord and Tenant Act that has been in place since 1977. If there are problems with the 
state of landlord-tenant law in Montana, | would encourage the legislature to engage ina 
balanced, independent and thoughitful study of the issue rather than the haphazard approach of 
the slate of bills introduced this session. While | believe some bills introduced this session are 
appropriately balanced and reasonable, others are not. 


SB 176 strikes in its entirety the current legal requirement that a landlord may not knowingly 
allow any tenant or other person to engage in activity that creates a reasonable potential that 
the premises will be damaged or destroyed or that neighboring tenants may be injured. This 
provision is not one that can be cast aside--it is a fundamental part of a landlord's obligation to 
ensure the safety of his or her tenants. If a landlord knows a tenant is engaging in activity that 
could injure other tenants or damage their dwelling units, the landlord has an obligation to 
intervene. The responsibility properly lies with the landlord, as other tenants cannot be 
expected to take matters into their own hands. Removing this common sense safety provision 
will increase tenant conflict, and decrease tenant safety. 


For this reason, | veto SB 176.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 368 (SB 368), "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING 
CAMPAIGN PRACTICES LAWS; REVISING THE DEFINITION OF "EXPENDITURE’; 
INCREASING FILING FEES FOR LEGISLATIVE CANDIDATES; REVISING PROCEDURES 
USED BY THE COMMISSIONER TO ISSUE ORDERS OF NONCOMPLIANCE; REVISING 
LAWS RELATED TO INVESTIGATION OF CAMPAIGN PRACTICES AND ELECTION- 
RELATED COMPLAINTS; CREATING AN APPEAL PROCEDURE FOR A CANDIDATE, 
POLITICAL COMMITTEE, OR RESPONDENT TO APPEAL CERTAIN COMPLAINTS OR 
PRELIMINARY ORDERS OF NONCOMPLIANCE THAT ARE FILED OR ISSUED DURING 
CERTAIN TIME PERIODS; REVISING LIMITATIONS ON CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS; 
PROVIDING THAT THE COMMISSIONER MAY NOT INITIATE A CRIMINAL ACTION 
AGAINST A CANDIDATE FOR CERTAIN VIOLATIONS; REVISING THE AGGREGATE 
CONTRIBUTION AMOUNT THAT TRIGGERS DISCLOSURE OF CERTAIN CONTRIBUTOR 
INFORMATION; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 13-1-101, 13-10-202, 13-37-113, 13-37-115, 13- 
37-121, 13-37-124, 13-37-128, 13-37-206, 13-37-216, 13-37-218, 13-37-229, AND 13-37-232, 
MCA." 


SB 368 restructures the Office of the Commissioner of Political Practices (COPP) and 
substantially raises campaign contribution limits in Montana. The proposed changes to the 
structure of the office would completely undermine its effectiveness and the increases in 
contribution limits are far above what Montanans believe to be acceptable. We would do well to 
remember that Montanans sent a very clear message with the passage of I-166 in 2012 that we 
do not need more money in politics. 


SB 368--among other things--imposes costly, on-demand mediation; confuses provisions of the 
law concerning complaint investigations with provisions concerning reporting requirements; and 
shifts the venue for enforcement actions out of Lewis and Clark County. First, on-demand 
mediation could be exploited to delay and increase the costs of enforcement by those who wish 
to operate in violation of the law for as long as possible. Second, existing law provides 
statutory authority to investigate potential campaign violations and separate authority to issue 
orders of noncompliance for failure to file required reports and statements. SB 368 confuses 
and merges these two authorities, creating a more complicated, confusing and unworkable 
system of enforcement. Third, shifting the venue for enforcement of campaign practice 
violations outside of Lewis and Clark County would strain the COPP's limited staff and drain the 
office's resources. The combined effect of these changes would severely undermine the ability 
of the Commissioner to enforce our campaign finance laws. 
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Further, SB 368 dramatically raises contribution limits. Montanans put our contribution limits in 
place through a citizens' initiative passed in 1994. In 2012, Montanans voted by a 75 percent 
margin in favor of I-166. That initiative delivered clear instructions to Montana's leaders to fight 
against the ever-increasing amount of money in politics. Montana's contribution limits reflect 
the will of the people and we should respect the people's will. 


Due to the Montana Disclose Act and the significant efforts of the COPP over the course of the 
last two years, our 2016 elections were among the most transparent and cleanest on record. 
SB 368 is a palpably political effort to undo this progress.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 143 (SB 143), "AN ACT REVISING PROVISIONS 
RELATED TO RETIREES RETURNING TO WORK UNDER THE TEACHERS' RETIREMENT 
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SYSTEM; REVISING THE CRITERIA TO BE MET FOR A RETIREE TO RETURN TO 
EMPLOYMENT IN SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES WITHOUT LOSS OF RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS; LIMITING THE TYPES OF EMPLOYERS THAT MAY USE THE RETURN TO 
WORK PROVISIONS; AMENDING SECTION 19-20-732, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A TERMINATION DATE." 


SB 143 would reduce the number of years of creditable service necessary under which a retired 
member of the Teachers Retirement System (TRS) could return work under § 19-20-732, MCA, 
from 30 years to 27 years for anyone who is retired on or before July 1, 2017, without any 
earnings limitation and with no reduction to their monthly retirement benefit. Effectively, this 
allows those returning to "double dip." 


Current law allows a TRS retired member with 30 or more years of service credit to be re- 
employed as a teacher, specialist, or administrator on a full-time basis by a school district 
without the loss or interruption of their TRS retirement benefits in limited circumstances when a 
school district is unable to fill a vacant position. A retired member hired under this provision is 
exempt from the one-third earnings and part-time employment limits under § 19-20-731, MCA 
as well as the 150 calendar day break-in-service requirement under § 19-20-734, MCA. 


Schools across Montana, particularly in our more rural communities, are struggling to recruit 
and retain teachers, and it is important to acknowledge and do what we can to address this 
critical issue. In fact, educator recruitment and retention has been the subject of initiatives from 
the Board of Regents, the Board of Public Education, and education associations representing 
teachers, administrators, and school boards. Several bills that | signed earlier this year provide 
meaningful policy solutions to this challenge including Senate Bill 115, which incentivizes 
recruitment and retention of National Board Certified teachers in rural areas and House Bill 119, 
which revises the quality educator loan assistance program to prioritize educators teaching in 
geographically isolated areas. 


However, SB 143 does little to improve the recruiting efforts of these districts, with the 
significant consequence of putting the solvency of TRS at risk. The proponents argued that the 
employer contributions required on the wages paid to working retirees under § 19-20-732, 
MCA, are sufficient to cover the cost to the system. In reality, in the eight years since this law 
took effect, TRS has received approximately $250,000 in employer contributions for retirees 
working under this provision while paying them more than $940,000 in retirement benefits. SB 
143 would add to the imbalance in TRS contributions versus benefit payments while doing little 
to address our school districts' recruiting issues.

AND RENTAL AGREEMENTS AMONG THE PROVISIONS ON WHICH A SELF-GOVERNING 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT IS PROHIBITED FROM ACTING OTHER THAN AS PROVIDED; AND 
AMENDING SECTION 7-1-114, MCA." 


SB 177 is one of more than a dozen bills that were introduced this session seeking to overhaul 
landlord-tenant laws in Montana. If enacted, these bills would significantly alter the Residential 
Landlord and Tenant Act that has been in place since 1977. If there are problems with the 
state of landlord-tenant law in Montana, | would encourage the legislature to engage ina 
balanced, independent and thoughtful study of the issue rather than the haphazard approach of 
the slate of bills introduced this session. While | believe some bills introduced this session are 
appropriately balanced and reasonable, others are not. 


SB 177 requires that local governments with self-governing powers be subject to the 
Residential Landlord and Tenant Act, the Residential Tenants' Security Deposits Act, and the 
Residential Mobile Home Lot Rental Act. The purpose of the bill, according to the sponsor, is to 
get assistance from the local police or sheriff for landlord-tenant problems. 


| fundamentally disagree with the premise of SB 177 that landlord-tenant dispute should be 
settled using the police, rather than through the civil court system. Existing law designates the 
courts as the proper forum in which to settle landlord-tenant disputes. Attempting to turn civil 
matters into criminal enforcement matters is contrary to the spirit and written language of these 
statutes. No evidence was presented during the hearings on this bill that the court system does 
not fairly balance the interests of both landlord and tenant. 


Further, this bill rises substantial concerns with regard to unintended consequences. There is a 
difference between enabling local governments to enforce landlord-tenant laws, and generally 
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subjecting local governments themselves to landlord-tenant laws. This bill does the latter, 
which will not assist with the former. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 177.

SB 276 is one of more than a dozen bills that were introduced this session seeking to overhaul 
landlord-tenant laws in Montana. If enacted, these bills would significantly alter the Residential 
Landlord and Tenant Act that has been in place since 1977. If there are problems with the 
state of landlord-tenant law in Montana, | would encourage the legislature to engage ina 
balanced, independent and thoughitful study of the issue rather than the haphazard approach of 
the slate of bills introduced this session. While | believe some bills introduced this session are 
appropriately balanced and reasonable, others are not. 


SB 276 entirely restructures the Montana code provisions concerning retaliatory conduct by 
landlords. Existing law prohibits retaliation by a landlord against a tenant if the tenant: (1) 
complains of a violation affecting health and safety to a government agency; (2) complains of a 
violation of 70-24-303 (landlord to maintain premises); or (3) organizes or joins a tenants union. 
"Retaliation" is defined as increasing rent, decreasing services or bringing an action--or 
threatening to bring an action--for possession of the premises. 


SB 276 rewrites existing law. If the bill were to become law: 
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| A tenant complaint to a government agency of a problem with a dwelling would have to 
result in a finding by the agency, within 6 months of the complaint, that a violation did in 
fact occur, or the landlord could retaliate against the tenant; 

| The rebuttable presumption in existing law that a landlord's conduct was done in 
retaliation if the alleged retaliation took place within 6 months of the tenant's complaint 
would be eliminated; and 

| A landlord could bring an action against a tenant and recover civil penalties against the 
tenant for making a complaint in "bad faith." 


As rewritten, a tenant is likely to end up in litigation with their landlord if they dare complain to a 
government agency of poor conditions in a dwelling unit. The purpose of these proposed 
changes to the law is clearly to intimidate tenants into silence rather than promote the resolution 
of problems.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 295 (SB 295), "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR 
FEDERALISM TRAINING FOR LEGISLATIVE BRANCH EMPLOYEES; AND PROVIDING 
THAT CERTAIN LEGISLATIVE BRANCH EMPLOYEES ARE REQUIRED TO COMPLETE 
FEDERALISM TRAINING." 


SB 295 requires certain employees of the Legislative Services Division (LSD) to take a seminar 
on the "principles of federalism" at least once in every 2-year period. The seminar must include 
a minimum of 4 hours of instruction in a variety of topic areas. While | do not object to training 
in the principles of federalism, this bill has three fundamental flaws that require a veto. 
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First, the bill is silent on the mechanics of insuring the required training takes place. Extensive 
trainings of this kind need to be organized and cost money. The bill contains no guidance as to 
who should provide these trainings; what would constitute an acceptable training; and, of 
course, who pays for these trainings. No money has been appropriated to implement the bill. 


Second, SB 295 goes beyond mere training on the principles of federalism--it requires that the 
training be conducted pursuant to a particular ideological approach. The stated purpose of the 
bill is to "enhance certain state employees' ability to identify, prevent, or aid in repealing federal 
encroachments into state jurisdiction...". The LSD is a nonpartisan division of government that 
provides legal advice and services to the state legislature. The LSD's role with regard to 
providing legal advice in an area like "federalism" is to provide accurate and impartial 
information regarding the status of the law. It is the role of the legislature itself and the 
executive--not the LSD--to debate and decide when the federal government is encroaching 
upon our state's authority and prerogatives. 


Finally, no real need was demonstrated for this bill. The LSD has long provided highly 
professional and essential support to the legislature. | have no doubt that the legal staff of the 
LSD knows the law of federalism, and can help impart that knowledge to other staff if deemed 
necessary.

SB 362 is one of a handful of bills that were introduced this session seeking to overhaul health 
care payment methodology in Montana. | appreciate the legislature's work to control costs and 
improve quality for consumers. This bill was amended several times. Unfortunately, in its 
current form it does not advance Montanans' ability to make healthcare decisions in a cost- 
effective manner. It would require health plans to develop new technology and pass the costs 
on to patients, even though peer-reviewed medical and scientific studies show that online 
pricing tools are not used, and when they are, drive costs up. Absent data on quality, price is 
used as a proxy and people choose the more expensive service in hopes of getting the best 
treatment. 


This legislature has passed HJ 20 which will provide for a study of the drivers of health care 
costs and look closely at health care payment and delivery reforms aimed at reducing 
healthcare costs that are grounded in evidence. | encourage the legislature to engage ina 
more thoughtful study, since the pace of the session can limit thorough consideration of such 
complex issues. | have directed my staff and Cabinet to help in this effort. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 362.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | do hereby veto Senate Bill 235 (SB 235), "AN ACT ALLOWING THE 
LAND BOARD TO EXTEND A COAL LEASE IF THE EXTENSION IS IN THE BEST INTEREST 
OF THE STATE; AMENDING SECTION 77-3-314, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 235 gives the state Land Board the power and discretion to extend a coal lease if it finds 
that the extension is in the "best interests" of the state. Under current law, a state coal lease 
that is not producing coal in commercial quantities prior to the end of the lease term must be 
terminated. The requirement is in place to ensure state lands are not indefinitely tied up in 
speculative leases. 


SB 235 would take away that clarity and could allow the Land Board to continue a lease forever, 
regardless of whether coal is ever developed. Restricting state lands under semi-permanent 
lease, without any clarity as to whether coal will actually be developed, keeps nearby 
landowners--including the Northern Cheyenne Nation--in a state of perpetual uncertainty. 
Decisions about buying, selling, or improving land depend in part on the status of adjacent state 
lands. Speculative leases of the type proposed in SB 235 could undermine southeastern 
Montana's agricultural economy. 
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lf, near the end of the term of a lease, a lessee wishes to simply extend the current lease, the 
Land Board already has a process in place for the lessee to bid and continue leasing the state 
coal when the current lease expires. If a lessee is operating under a valid permit and producing 
coal, the state must continue their lease. If the lessee does not have a valid permit and the 
lease expires, then the Land Board has the power already to award another lease through a 
competitive bid process. This process already has protected the trusts’ interests and will 
continue to do so in the future, without the need for SB 235. 


Moreover, to the extent this bill is particularly focused upon the Otter Creek Coal tracts, the 
State lease of those lands does not expire until 2022. Two additional legislative sessions 
remain prior to that lease expiration to continue these discussions. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 235.
